Proceedings  of  the  Convention,  1891, 


Trinity  Church,  Asheville,  N.  C, 

Wednesday,  May  13,  1891. 

The  Seventy-fifth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina  assembled  in  Trinity  Church,  Asheville,  at 
10  o'clock  A.  M.  on  Wednesday  the  13th  day  of  May,  A.  D. 

1891. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  called  the  Con- 
vention to  order  and  offered  prayer. 

The  Acting  Secretary  of  the  Convention  called  the  roll 
of  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates  entitled  to  seats. 

A  quorum  of  both  Orders  being  found  present,  the  Bishop 
declared  the  Convention  duly  organized. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned  to  meet  for  Divine 
Ser\dce  at  11  o'clock. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Julian  E.  Ingle, 
the  Rev.  C.  J.  Wingate  and  the  Rev.  McNeely  DuBose. 

The  Bishop  proceeded  to  the  celebration  of  the  Holy 
Communion,  in  which  he  was  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Jarvis 
Buxton,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  W.  S.  Langford,  D.  D.,  and 
others. 

The  sermon  was  preached  b>'  the  Rev.  George  P.  Heb- 
bard,  from  the  text,  II  Cor.  x:  4,  5:  "For  the  weapons  of 
our  warfare  are  not  carnal,  but  mighty  through  God  to  the 
pulling  down  of  strongholds;  casting  down  imaginations 
and  everv  hi^h  thing  that  exalteth  itself  against  the  knowl- 
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edge  of  God,  and  bringing  into  captivity  every  thought  to 
the  obedience  of  Christ. ' ' 

The  offerings  of  the  congregation  were  appropriated  to 
the  New  York  Bible  and  Common  Prayer-Book  Society. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Divine  Service  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  took  the  chair  and  announced  the  first  business  to 
be  the  election  of  a  President  of  the  Convention.  The 
Rev.  M.  M.  Marshall,  D.  D.,  was  nominated  as  President. 
There  being  no  other  nomination,  the  ballot  was,  on 
motion,  dispensed  with  and  he  was  declared  elected. 

The  Rev.  Julian  E.  Ingle  was  nominated  as  Secretary. 
There  being  no  other  nomination,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Chairman 
was,  on  motion,  requested  to  cast  the  vote  of  the  Conven- 
tion for  him  and  he  was  declared  elected. 

The  Rev.  M.  M.  Marshall,  D.  D.,  offered  the  following 
resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  daily  sessions  of  the  Convention    begin   at  9:30 
o'clock  A.  M.  and  at  4  and  8  p.  m. 

Mr.  J.  B.  Batchelor  moved  to  amend  the  resolution  by 
making  10  the  morning  hour  instead  of  9:30.  The  amend- 
ment did  not  prevail,  and  the  resolution  of  Dr.  Marshall 
was  adopted. 

The  Secretary  announced  the  appointment  of  the  Rev. 
Chas.  C.  Quin  as  Assistant  Secretary. 

The  Bishop  having  called  attention  to  the  presence  of 
the  Rev.  Wm.  S.  Langford,  D.  D.,  General  Secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Missions,  and  Miss  Julia  C.  Emery,  Secretary 
of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  the  Secretary  was,  on  motion, 
instructed  to  extend  to  them  an  invitation  to  address  the 
Convention  at  the  afternoon  session. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  took  a  recess  until  4  o'clock 
P.  M.

Afternoon  Session. 

Wednesday,  May  13. 

The  Convention  having  reassembled  at  4  o'clock,  the 
Bishop  in  the  chair,  addresses  upon  the  Missionary  work 
of  the  church  were  made  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Langford  and 
Miss  Julia  C.  Emery.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  addresses 
the  business  of  the  Convention  was  resumed. 

Mr.  W.  L.  London  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  two  clergymen  and  three  laymen  be 
appointed  to  consider  some  plan  for  increasing  the  Permanent  Episcopal 
Fund,  and  to  report  to  this  Convention  not  later  than  Thursday  after- 
noon. 

Under  this  resolution  the  President  appointed  as  the 
committee  called  for,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Murdoch,  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Buxton,  Mr.  W.  L.  London,  Mr.  John  Wilkes  and  Mr. 
R.  H.  Battle. 

On  motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  Clergymen  of  this  Diocese  not  entitled  to  seats  in  this 
Convention,  visiting  Clergymen  from  other  Dioceses,  and  candidates  for 
Holy  Orders,  present  in  the  house  be  invited  to  honorary  seats  in  the 
Convention. 

The  Rev.  J.  B.  Cheshire,  Jr.,  D.  D.,  made  a  statement  in 
regard  to  the  proposed  volume  of  memorial  addresses  deliv- 
ered at  the  last  Convention,  and  offered  the  following  reso- 
lution, which  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  1,000  copies  of  the  address  delivered  at  the  last  Con- 
vention bv  the  Rev.  F.  J.  Murdoch,  D.  D.,  on  the  subject  of  Christian 
Unity,  be 'printed  separately  and  distributed  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Convention  among  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  for  parochial  use. 

Permission  was,  on  motion,  given  to  the  Rev.  VVm.  R. 
Wetmore  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cheshire,  Jr.,  to  withdraw  from 
the  Convention  after  the  night  session. 
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Mr.  R.  H.  Battle  presented  the  following 

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  TO  HOLD  PROPERTY  FOR  THE 
DIOCESE  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  respectfully  report  that  the  following 
deeds  for  real  property  have  been  delivered  to  them  since  the  date  of 
their  report  to  the  Annual  Convention  of  1890  : 

1.  Deed  from  John  T.  Privett,  for  about  %  acre  in  the  town  of  Wilson, 
for  the  use  of  a  colored  congregation:  dated  October  15th,  1888. 

2.  Deed  from  Elliot  White  Bumstead,  for  about  1%  acres  in  Battleboro, 
Nash  County,  for  St.  John's  Church,  Battleboro;  dated  May  6th,  1890. 

3.  Deed  from  Lewis  O.  Garner  and  wife,  for  i  acre  in  Moore  County, 
on  Howard's  Mill  road  and  road  to  New  Zion  Church;  dated  July  8th, 
1889. 

4.  Deed  from  John  C.  Hallyburton  and  wife,  W.  R.  Marbut  and  wife, 
and  Estelle  Kincaid,  for  about  one  acre  in  Morganton,  for  a  colored  con- 
gregation; dated  March  8th,  1890. 

5.  Deed  from  Jos.  Blount  Cheshire,  Jr.,  and  wife,  for  about  X  of  an 
acre  on  Hill  street  in  Charlotte,  for  a  hospital  for  colored  people,  on  the 
conditions  set  forth  in  said  deed;  dated  September  6th,   1889. 

6.  Deed  from  O.  W.  Davis  and  wife,  for  about  %  acre  in  the  town  of 
Gastonia,  Gaston  County;  dated  November  loth,  1890. 

7.  Deed  from  Thos.  A.  Williams  and  wife,  for  one-sixth  acre  about 
three  miles  from  Hillsboro,  Orange  County;  dated  April  15th,  1891. 

8.  Deed  from  Christopher  F.  Hampton,  for  about  15  acres  in  Cashier's 
Valley,  Jackson  County,  N.  C;  dated  May  20th,  1886.  This  deed  is  not 
executed  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  but  to  "Right  Reverend  Theo- 
dore B.  Lyman,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,"  to  have  and 
hold,  to  him  and  "his  successors  in  office,''  in  trust  for  the  use  of  the 
wardens,  vestry  and  lay  members  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, 
and  in  trust  to  convey  to  the  corporation  if  the  church  in  Cashier's 
Valley  shall  be  incorporated. 

The  Trustees  further  report  that  upon  request  of  Rev.  B.  S.  McKenzie 
and  the  vestry  of  All  Saints'  Church,  Concord,  they  executed  a  convey- 
ance to  Charles  McDonald,  on  15th  October,  1890,  for  the  old  church 
lot  in  Concord,  in  consideration  of  |8oo,  to  be  expended  by  the  vestry  in 
the  erection  of  a  new  church  building  on  a  more  desirable  site; 

And  that  about  the  5th  of  March,  1891,  at  the  request  of  the  vestry  of 
St.  Philip's  Church,  Durham,  they  executed  notes  and  a  mortgage  to 
the  American  Church  Building  Fund  Commission,  conveying  the  equi- 
table interest  in  the  rectory  lot  in  Durham,  to  secure  a  loan  of  $500,  bor- 
rowed on  one,  two,  three,  four  and  five  years  time,  to  complete  the 
payment  of  $1,500  for  said  rectory  lot. 
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The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  shows  the  receipts,  as 
income,  from  the  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees,  and  the  dis- 
bursements of  the  same,  being  made  in  accordance  with  the  reso- 
lution, in  that  behalf,  of  the  last  Convention.  The  investments  remain 
the  same  as  heretofore.  Col.  William  E.  Anderson,  one  of  the  three 
Trustees,  having  died  since  the  last  Convention,  and  the  Bishop  having 
necessarih'  but  little,  if  any,  time  to  give  to  matters  of  account,  it  has 
been  thought  unadvisable  to  segregate,  and  report  in  detail,  the  securities 
belonging  to  the  different  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees  until 
another  Trustee  shall  be  elected.  The  vacancy  will  of  course  be  filled 
at  the  present  session  of  this  Convention. 

It  is  proper  to  report,  further,  that  during  the  past  week,  and  after  the 
Bishop  had  left  Raleigh  to  complete  his  visitations,  a  letter  was  received 
from  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina,  addressed  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  in  the  followieg  words  : 

"  Our  last  Diocesan  Council  directed  its  Trustees  to  confer  with  the 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  in  regard  to  our  joint  right 
in  a  scholarship  in  the  General  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Church, 
and  to  report  the  result  of  the  conference  to  the  next  annual  meeting. 
In  obedience  to  this  direction  we,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese 
of  East  Carolina,  hereby  address  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  North  Caro- 
lina, asking  the  recognition  of  the  rights  of  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina 
to  an  equal  division  of  the  privileges  of  said  scholarship." 

To  this  communication,  which  was  dated  May  6th,  answer  was  returned 
on  the  8th,  telling  of  the  absence  of  Bishop  Lyman  from  Raleigh,  &c., 
and  adding  : 

"  The  question  of  the  right  of  your  Diocese  to  a  share  in  the  scholar- 
ship in  the  General  Theological  Seminary  was  fully  debated  in  the 
Convention  of  our  Diocese  held  at  Tarboro  in  1886,  and  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted  :  '  Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Conven- 
tion there  are  no  rights  or  claims  of  the  Eastern  Diocese  upon  the  divi- 
sion of  the  North  Carolina  scholarship  in  the  General  Theological 
Seminary.'— /c'/^r;/rt/  1SS6,  p.  38.  It  seems  tome  that  this  resolution, 
while  it  stands  unrepealed,  precludes  the  Trustees  of  this  Diocese  from 
an}-  action  in  the  premises." 

This  answer  was  signed  "  R.  H.  Battle,  for  the  Trustees  of  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina."  It  is  manifest  to  us  that  if,  at  any  time,  the  Trustees 
of  the  Diocese  had  any  control  of  or  power  in  respect  to  said  scholar- 
ship, the  resolution  referred  to  deprived  them  of  the  right  to  exercise 
such  control  or  power.

The  motion  having  been  agreed  to,  Mr.  John  Wilkes 
nominated  Mr.  Chas.  E.  Johnson. 

On  motion,  the  ballot  was  dispensed  with  and  Mr.  John- 
son was  declared  elected. 

Mr.  R.  H.  Battle  moved  the  appointment  of  a  committee, 
to  consist  of  two  Clergymen  and  one  Layman,  to  prepare 
resolutions  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  the  late  Mr.  Wm. 
E.  Anderson,  so  long  a  faithful  and  efficient  officer  of  the 
Diocese. 

The  motion  was  agreed  to  and  the  President  appointed 
as  said  committee  the  Rev.  Bennett  Smedes,  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Sutton  and  Mr.  R.  H.  Battle. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Marshall,  the  Secretary  was 
instructed  to  insert  in  the  minutes  of  the  Convention  the 
correction  of  an  error  on  page  50  of  the  Journal  of  1890,  in 
the  substitution  of  another  name  for  that  of  the  late  Mr. 
Anderson  in  the  list  of  the  members  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  Diocese  as  elected  by  the  last  Convention. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  took  a  recess  until  8  o'clock 
this  evening.

Resolved,  That  au  appropriation  of  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum  be 
made,  out  of  the  Missionary  fund  of  the  Diocese,  toward  the  support  of  a 
resident  Rector  at  Chapel  Hill. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Buxton  moved  to  amend  the  resolution  by 
striking  out  the  word  five  and  inserting  in  its  place  the 
word  three;  also  by  adding  these  w^ords: 

And  that  a  special  appeal  be  made  to  the  parents  of  boys  and  the 
Alumni  connected  with  the  Church,  for  the  support  of  the  Church  at 
that  place. 
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On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Marshall,  the  resolution  of 
Mr.  Philips  and  the  amendment  proposed  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Buxton,  were  referred  to  the  Executive  Alissionary  Com- 
mittee, with  instructions  to  report  to-morrow  morning-. 

The  Rev.  McNeely  DuBose  offered  the  following  as  a 
standing  resolution  of  the  Convention: 

Resolved,  That  each  Rector  aud  Missionary  in  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  speak,  at  least  once  in  each  year,  to  his  people,  of  the  import- 
ance of  the  Church  work  at  Chapel  Hill,  and  that  he  ask  special  offerings 
in  aid  of  this  work  and  transmit  such  as  he  shall  receive  to  a  special 
Treasurer  to  be  appointed  by  the  Convention  as  a  Commissioner  and 
Solicitor  for  this  fund. 

On  motion,  the  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
Missionary  Committee. 

Mr.  Edmund  Jones,  of  Lenoir,  proposed  as  a  further 
amendment  to  the  resolution  of  Mr.  Phillips,  the  addition 
of  the  following  proviso,  which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to 
the  Executive  IMissionary  Committee: 

Provided^  That  the  amount  now  paid  any  other  Missionary  or  Mis- 
sionaries, now  in  the  service  of  the  Diocese,  shall  not  be  diminished  by 
the  operation  of  this  resolution. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Murphy,  the  Rev.  T.  I. 
Holcombe  was  invited  to  address  the  Convention  this  after- 
noon at  5  o'clock  in  regard  to  the  Clergymen's  Retiring 
Fund  Society,  of  which  he  is  the  Financial  Secretary. 

Mr.  Chas.  E.  Johnson  presented  his  annual  report  as 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese.  (See  Appendix  C.)  The  read- 
ing of  the  report  was,  on  motion,  dispensed  with,  and  it 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

The  Secretar}'  read  the 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE. 

The  Finance  Committee  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  examined 
the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  and  find  them  correct.     The  cash  balances 
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of  the  several  funds  as  stated  on  page  2  of  "Appendix  C,"  they  find  on 
deposit  in  the  Citizens  National  Bank  of  Raleigh,  N.  C.  They  also  find 
that  all  the  securities  specified  on  page  3  are  in  his  hands. 

After  careful  consideration  the  Committee  beg  leave  to  offer  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions  and  ask  their  adoption: 

Resolved  ist,  That  the  arrears  of  the  Church  at  Ringvvood  be  remitted, 
and  the  assessment  thereon  be  reduced  to  $10. 

Resolved  2nd,  That  St.  Cyprian's,  Lincolnton,  be  relieved  of  any  assess- 
ment for  the  current  Episcopal  and  Contingent  Fund. 

Resolved  srd,  That  the  present  schedule  of  assessments  be  continued 
with  the  above  changes.

The  resolutions  appended  to  the  report  were,  on  motion, 
adopted. 

Mr.  R.  H.  Battle  presented  the  following  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Canons  with  the  accompanying  resolutions 
which,  on  motion,  were  adopted: 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CANONS  OF  THE  CONVEN- 
TION OF  1890  TO  THE  CONVENTION  OF  1891. 

In  accordance  with  Chapter  I,  Canon  VIII,  Section  6,  of  our  Diocesan 
Code,  the  Committee  on  Canons  of  the  Convention  of  1890  submit  to 
this  Convention  of  1891  their  report  upon  sundry  matters  heretofore 
committed  to  them,  in  regard  to  which,  from  one  cause  or  another,  the}- 
were  not  prepared  to  make  any  recommendation  last  year. 

I.  The  first  thing  in  order,  as  well,  perhaps,  as  in  interest  and  import- 
ance, is  the  recommendation  of  the  House  of  Deputies  of  the 
General  Convention  of  1889  touching  the  duty  of  providing  for  dis- 
abled and  aged  clergymen.  This  recommendation  does  not  deal  with 
the  subject  merely  in  a  general  way,  but  proposes  a  definite  policy,  and 
submits  for  our  consideration  a  specific  measure  in  the  form  of  a  canon 
of  the  Diocese  of  Newark,  the  essential  provisions  of  which  we  are 
urged  to  incorporate  in  our  own  Diocesan  Code.  These  recommenda- 
tions of  the  House  of  Deputies,  together  with  the  Canon  of  the  Diocese 
of  Newark,  will  be  found  on  pages  43  and  44  of  the  Journal  of  our  Con- 
vention of  1890. 

Your  committee  feel  that  this  subject  is  rather  beyond  their  proper 
sphere.  It  concerns  not  merely  the  framing  of  a  Canon  and  its  proper 
adjustment  into  and  with  our  Diocesan  system,  which  would  properly 
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belong  to  the  Committee  on  Canons,  but  it  involves  a  most  important 
question  of  general  policy,  which  should  be  fully  and  carefully  consid- 
ered by  the  Convention,  that  the  sense  of  the  Convention  may  be  devel- 
oped and  ascertained  before  the  particular  provisions  of  a  Canon  can  be 
determined.  Your  committee  therefore  recommend  that  the  general 
policy  of  adopting  the  Newark  Canon,  or  of  one  similar  thereto,  be 
referred  to  a  special  committee  of  this  Convention,  with  a  request  that 
they  bring  in  a  report  thereon  at  an  early  day,  to  the  end  that  so  impor- 
tant a  matter  may  be  fully  considered  and  discussed.  Until  this  shall 
have  been  done  the  Committee  on  Canons  do  not  feel  that  they  can 
recommend  any  specific  action  in  this  matter.  They  append  to  this 
report  a  resolution  to  this  effect. 

II.  The  next  matter  upon  which  your  committee  are  required  to 
report  is  the  proposition  to  amend  Article  IX,  Section  3  of  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Diocese  so  as  to  allow  women  to  vote  in  parochial  elec- 
tions. This  proposition  is  formulated  in  a  resolution  which  will  be  found 
on  page  46  of  the  Journal  of  1890. 

The  Canon  of  1821  and  the  slight  modification  of  it  adopted  in  1842 
only  specified  that  ''ten  adults'"  should  be  necessary  in  order  to  the 
organization  of  a  parish  and  the  election  of  a  vestry.  Under  this  legis- 
lation it  seems  that  women  sometimes  took  part  in  parochial  elections. 
In  1859  so  much  of  the  present  article  as  is  now  under  consideration  was 
adopted,  by  which  women  were  excluded  from  voting  in  parochial  elec- 
tions. It  was  plainly  the  intent  of  the  able  committee  who  prepared 
the  thorough  version  of  our  Constitution  and  Canons  adopted  in  1859  to 
exclude  women  from  that  participation  in  parochial  business  which,  up 
to  that  time,  the  Constitution  and  Canons  had  allowed.  But  in  dealing 
with  this  question  the  case  of  a  few  of  the  older  parishes,  whose  organi- 
zation antedated  our  Diocesan  organization,  or  whose  manner  of  voting 
had  become  fixed  by  invariable  custom,  had  to  be  considered. 

The  framers  of  our  Constitution  as  it  now  stands  plainly  intended  to 
prohibit  women  from  voting  in  parochial  elections,  except  in  the  few 
instances  in  which  the  power  of  the  Convention  to  take  away  the  right 
was  doubtful.  The  committee  that  framed  this  Article  was  composed  of 
the  Rev.  Richard  S.  Mason,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  Alfred  A.  Watson,  the  Rev. 
M.  A.  Curtis,  D.  D.,  Judge  Ruffin,  Judge  Battle,  Mr.  John  H.  Bryan  and 
Mr.  Josiah  Collins. 

From  the  history  of  this  section,  with  its  proviso,  your  committee  draw 
the  following  conclusions: 

1,  That  under  no  circumstances  can  it  be  claimed  that  women  can  vote 
in  parochial  elections  in  Parishes  admitted  to  the  Convention  since  1859. 

2.  That  the  right  of  women  to  vote  in  Parishes  organized  and  admitted 
to  the  Convention  before  1859,  must  rest  upon  some  charter  of  incorpora- 
tion or  upon  a  well  settled  and  invariable  custom,  derived  from  a  period 
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anterior  to  the  organization  of  the  Diocese,  or  so  associated  with  the 
ownership  and  control  of  Parish  property  as  to  render  the  interference 
of  the  Convention  a  violation  of  vested  rights.  A  custom  which  rested 
simply  upon  the  permission  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese 
could  be  repealed  by  the  authority  upon  which  it  was  grounded. 

The  proposition  to  amend  this  article  so  as  to  allow  women  to  vote  in 
those  Parishes  which  choose  to  grant  them  this  privilege,  now  before  the 
Convention,  is  supported  by  two  arguments,  so  far  as  your  Committee 
understand  it.  First,  it  is  urged  upon  the  ground  of  justice — that  since 
women  bear  so  great  a  part  of  the  burden  of  all  kinds  of  Church  work, 
they  ought  to  be  allowed  a  voice  in  the  choice  of  the  officers  of  the 
Parish.  Secondly,  upon  the  ground  of  expediency,  because,  it  is  alleged, 
there  are  Parishes  in  which  the  men  take  so  little  interest  in  the  affairs 
of  the  Church  that  the  presence  and  influence  of  the  women  are  needed 
to  secure  proper  attention  to  the  interests  of  the  Parish. 

Upon  both  grounds  your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  a  stronger 
argument  could  be  made  to  admit  women  to  hold  office  as  Vestrymen 
and  Wardens  than  the  one  advanced  in  support  of  the  present  proposi- 
tion. Your  committee  fully  recognize  the  noble  work  done  by  the  women 
of  the  Church.  But  in  truth  and  in  reason  the  right  of  women  to  vote 
and  to  hold  office  is  not  at  all  involved  in  the  fullest  recognition  of  their 
invaluable  services.  Women  render  services  equally  great  to  the  State, 
and  exert  the  same  purifying  and  ennobling  influence  in  society.  And 
the  same  claim  is  made  for  them  upon  the  same  ground  in  regard  to  the 
civil  franchise.  In  both  cases  the  place  and  function  of  women  are 
ignored,  and  the  success  of  such  attempts  to  assimilate  the  sphere  of 
women  to  that  of  men  in  the  economy  of  the  Church  or  of  the  State 
would  tend  to  reduce  their  influence  and  to  lessen  their  usefulness. 
Our  women  find  their  inspiration  and  their  compensation  for  loving  ser- 
vice in  their  consciousness  of  high  duties  nobly  performed,  and  in  the 
exercise  of  an  influence  in  Church  and  in  State  more  potent  than  that 
expressed  through  the  ballot.  Your  committee  do  not  believe  that  the 
women  of  the  Church  desire  this  privilege,  nor  do  they  believe  that  their 
power  for  good  in  the  Church  would  be  increased  by  granting  it  to  them. 

In  regard  to  the  alleged  expediency  of  allowing  women  to  vote  in 
Parish  elections  because  of  the  apathy  of  the  men,  your  committee  are 
clearly  of  opinion  that  the  change  would  rather  aggravate  than  mitigate 
the  evil.  If  men  will  not  attend  to  the  business  of  the  Church  when  in 
their  default  there  is  no  one  to  depend  upon,  they  wnll  hardl}-  be  more 
diligent  when  we  have  provided  them  convenient  substitutes.  Your 
committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  moral  effect  of  deliberately 
declaring,  by  our  legislative  action,  that  the  men  of  the  Church  are  too 
indifferent  to  the  interests  of  the  Church  to  carry  on  its  business,  and 
that  we  must  depend  upon  the  women  to  do  it,  would  be  more  disastrous 
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than  we  care  to  contemplate.  Great  as  is  the  regard  of  the  best  men 
for  women  they  will  not  respect  the  Church  whose  men  are  not  equal  to 
attending  to  its  secular  affairs.  If  there  be  parishes  in  this  Diocese 
where  there  are  not  a  sufficient  number  of  zealous  laymen  to  attend  to 
its  business,  then  it  will  be  far  better  to  drop  the  parochial  organization, 
and  to  allow  the  congregation  to  lapse  into  a  Mission  under  the  care  of 
the  Bishop. 

Ill,  A  most  important  matter  upon  which  we  are  called  upon  to  report 
is  the  change  in  our  Convocational,  and  to  some  extent  in  our  missionary 
system,  proposed  in  the  series  of  resolutions  introduced  in  the  Conven- 
tion of  1889  by  the  Rev.  Wm.  R.  Wetmore,  and  found  on  pages  24  and 
25  of  the  Journal  of  that  year.  These  resolutions  contain  two  separate 
and  independent  propositions,  both  of  which  doubtless  are  necessary  in 
order  to  accomplish  the  rearrangement  of  our  work  as  desired  by  the 
mover,  but  which  have  no  such  necessary  connection  that  the  adoption 
of  one  by  the  Convention  requires  also  the  adoption  of  the  other. 

The  chief  purpose  of  these  resolutions  is  to  make  the  convocations  a 
real  source  of  missionary  endeavor  and  a  means  of  missionary  work  in 
their  several  fields.  To  this  end  it  is  proposed  that  the  Deans  shall  be 
required  to  perform  very  important  and  laborious  missionary  work  in 
the  bounds  of  their  jurisdiction,  that  each  may  be  therein  a  real 
Oculus  Episcopi,  assisting,  and  even  preceding,  the  Bishop  in  surveying 
the  field,  in  seeking  opportunities  of  successful  work,  and  in  keeping 
upon  the  track  of  those  who  are  scattered  from  the  flock. 

The  Convention  of  1890  recommended  the  several  convocations  to 
adopt  the  method  of  work  suggested  by  these  resolutions  during  the 
year  which  has  just  closed,  so  that  this  Convention  might  have  the 
benefit  of  a  year's  experience  in  determining  what  final  action  to  take 
in  regard  to  so  important  a  question. 

Your  committee  are  informed  that  in  the  Convocations  of  Charlotte 
and  of  Tarboro  during  the  past  year  the  Deans  have,  so  far  as  practi- 
cable, put  this  plan  into  operation,  and  the  results  seem  to  justify  its 
favorable  consideration  by  us.  No  canonical  regulations  can  of  them- 
selves accomplish  anything,  but  this  does  seem  to  be  an  intelligent 
attempt  to  make  a  good  use  of  the  local  Convocational  machinery  and 
to  unite  the  stronger  parishes  and  congregations  in  closer  bonds  of  sym- 
pathy by  laying  upon  them  the  duty  of  co-operating  for  the  support  of 
missionary  work  in  their  own  section.  This,  it  is  believed,  will  develop 
their  zeal  and  liberality,  and  tend  to  counteract  that  spirit  of  parochial- 
ism which  is  a  crying  evil  among  us.  Your  committee,  however,  cannot 
refrain  from  adding  that  the  success  of  this  scheme  depends  very  largely 
upon  the  man  who  as  Dean  shall  have  the  duty  of  putting  it  into  opera- 
tion. If  it  is  to  accomplish  anything  the  several  Convocations  must  see 
that  thev  have  at  their  head  men  whose  character  and  also  whose  situa- 
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tiou  and  engagements  are  such  that  they  can  and  will  undertake  the 
very  onerous  duties  laid  upon  them  by  the  proposed  Canon, 

It  is  also  proposed  in  this  same  series  of  resolutions  to  amend  Section  i, 
Canon  VIII,  Chapter  I,  so  as  to  make  the  Executive  Missionary  Com- 
mittee consist  of  the  Bishop  with  the  Deans  of  the  four  Convocations,  and 
five  Laymen  elected  by  the  Convention.  The  Deans  being  in  possession 
of  the  fullest  knowledge  of  the  missionary  field,  it  is  thought  that  they 
will  be  the  proper  persons  to  be  joined  with  the  Bishop  upon  this  com- 
mittee. This  change  is  more  apparent  than  real,  since  at  the  time  of 
the  last  Convention  three  out  of  the  four  clerical  members  of  the  Execu- 
tive Missionary  Committee  were  the  Deans  of  their  respective  Convoca- 
tions. This  would  seem  to  be  an  argument  in  favor  of  the  proposed 
amendment,  as  showing  that  in  the  judgment  of  the  Convocations  the 
Dean  is  the  most  suitable  person  for  this  committee.  Resolutions  are 
appended  to  this  report  recommending  the  adoption  of  these  amend- 
ments in  a  somewhat  modified  form. 

It  appears  from  the  Journals  that  a  resolution  in  regard  to  a  change  of 
Rule  of  Order  No.  V,  is  before  the  committee.  Your  committee  see  no 
reason  for  the  adoption  of  the  proposed  change. 

Your  committee  therefore  submit  the  following  resolutions,  and  ask 
that  the  foregoing  report  be  received  and  adopted,  and  that  they  be  dis- 
charged from  the  further  consideration  of  the  matters  heretofore  referred 
to  them  : 

1.  Resolved^  That  the  communication  from  the  House  of  Deputies  of 
the  General  Convention  of  1889,  found  upon  pages  43  and  44  of  the 
Journal  of  our  Diocesan  Convention  of  1890,  together  with  the  accom- 
panying Canon  of  the  Diocese  of  Newark,  be  referred  to  a  special  com- 
mittee of  two  clergymen  and  three  laymen,  with  a  request  that  they 
bring  in  a  report  thereon  to  this  Convention  at  as  early  a  day  as  possible. 

2.  Resolved,  That  Chapter  II  of  the  Canons  of  this  Diocese  be  amended 
as  follows: 

In  Canon  I,  Section  2,  strike  out  the  last  sentence,  beginning,  "The 
Dean  shall  perform." 

Section  3.  Add  the  following  sentence:  "The  Convocation  shall 
always  be  subject  to  a  call  to  meet  the  Bishop  at  a  special  session  when 
he  begins  a  visitation  within  its  limits." 

Add  the  following  Canon  to  this  chapter  : 

CANON    II. 

Section  i.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Dean  of  each  Convocation: 
(i)  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  Bishop  to  superintend  all  mis- 
sionary work  carried  on  by  the  Convocation;  (2)  to  make  a  visitation  of 
his  Convocation  at  last  once  each  year,  or  twice,  if  practicable,  in  which 
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visitations  he  shall  minister  specially  to  members  of  the  Church  other- 
wise without  pastoral  oversight  and  services,  whether  individuals  or 
congregations  ;  investigate  the  condition  and  necessities  of  the  mission 
field  ;  encourage  and  assist  Missions  already  begun,  and  ascertain  the 
most  favorable  points  for  new  missionary  enterprises;  (3)  to  address 
congregations  in  the  Parishes  of  his  Convocation,  as  occasion  may  offer, 
upon  the  subject  of  the  missionary  work  of  the  Convocation  ;  and  (4) 
to  make  a  report  of  his  visitations  to  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Con- 
vocation, and,  after  discussion  and  conference  therein,  to  make  a  full 
report  in  writing  to  the  Bishop  annually  at  the  time  and  for  the  period 
prescribed  for  parochial  reports. 

Sec.  2  The  expenses  of  the  Dean  in  making  the  required  visitations, 
and  also  of  the  clergy  assisting  him  or  supplying  his  place  during  such 
visitations,  shall  be  paid  out  of  a  common  fund,  to  be  provided  by  each 
Convocation  in  such  manner  as  they  may  severally  determine. 

Sec.  3.  While  the  Dean  is  engaged  in  the  work  hereby  laid  upon  him, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  other  clerical  members  of  the  Convocation, 
upon  his  request,  to  supply  his  place  in  his  Parish  as  far  as  practicable, 
and  also  to  assist  him  in  his  general  work  by  their  counsel,  presence 
and  co-operation,  under  such  reasonable  regulations  as  maybe  arranged 
between  them  in  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Convocation. 

3.  Resolved,  That  Chapter  I,  Canon  VIII,  Section  i  be  amended  as 
follows:  Strike  out  the  whole  of  the  first  paragraph  and  insert  in  place 
thereof  the  following  : 

"In  addition  to  the  Standing  Committee  there  shall  be  an  Executive 
Missionary  Committee,  consisting  of  the  Bishop,  who  shall  be  ex  officio 
chairman,  the  Deans  of  the  four  Convocations,  and  five  Laymen  to  be 
annually  elected  b\-  the  Convention  ;  any  five  of  these  shall  constitute  a 
quorum.  And  there  shall  be  annually  elected  by  the  Convention  an 
Education  Committee  of  three  members,  and  a  Church  Building  Com- 
mittee of  five  members.  The  Bishop  shall  also  be  ex  officio  a  member 
and  the  chairman  of  both  these  committees." 

The  Chair  appointed  as  the  Committee  called  for  by  the 
first  resolution,  the  Rev.  J.  W.  ^lurphy,  the  Rev.  Wm. 
Walker,  Mr.  F.  S.  Spruill,  Mr.  J.  D.  Glenn  and  Dr.  W.  S. 
Martin. 

Mr.  T.  W.  Patton  offered  the  following  resolutions  which, 
on  motion,  were  referred  to  the  afternoon  session  for  con- 
sideration : 
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Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention  that  the  same  privi- 
lege should  be  extended  to  each  Parish  of  this  Diocese  which  has  ever 
been  enjoyed  by  certain  Parishes,  and  that  each  should  be  permitted  to 
decide  for  itself  whether  or  not  the  women  thereof  should  be  allowed  to 
participate  in  parochial  meetings  and  elections:  also, 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Canons  be  requested  to  report  an 
amendment  to  Chapter  III,  Canon  II,  Section  i,  to  make  it  conform  to 
the  above  resolution. 

The  Rev.  Walter  J.  Smith  presented  the  annual  report 
of  the  North  Carolina  Branch  of  the  Woman's  iVuxiliary 
to  the  Board  of  Missions.      (See  Appendix  B.) 

The  Rev.  J.  W.  Murphy  presented  the

All  these  reports  were,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

The  Rev.  M.  M.  Marshall,  D.  D.,  presented  the 

REPORT  OF   THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE   OF   THE  DIOCESE 
OF  NORTH  CAROLINA. 

The  Standing  Committee  re-elected  by  the  last  Convention  was  organ- 
ized on  the  2ist  day  of  May,  1890,  by  the  election  of  the  Rev.  M.  M.  Mar- 
shall, D.  D.,  President,  and  Col.  Wm.  E.  Anderson,  Secretary. 

At  this  meeting  Junius  Moore  Horner  was  recommended  for  ordination 
to  the  Diaconate,  and  a  dispensation  was  recommended  to  be  granted  in 
the  case  of  Wm.  F.  Rice,  Deacon,  under  the  provisions  of  Canon  II,  Sec- 
tion 6  of  Title  II  of  the  Digest. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Committee,  held  at  Christ  Church  Rectory.  Raleigh, 
on  the  30th  of  May,  1890,  the  following  Memorial  :Minute  was  unani- 
mously adopted  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed : 

Whereas,  Our  late  associate  and  Secretary,  Col.  William  E.  Anderson, 
a  few  minutes  after  the  adjournment  of  the  last  meeting  of  this  Commit- 
tee, on  Wednesday,  May  21st,  1S90,  was  suddenly  stricken  speechless  and 
insensible,  and  in  a  few  hours  died  at  his  post  in  the  Citizens  Bank,  we, 
his  fellow-members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  desire  to  record  here  our 
most  emphatic  and  grateful  testimony  to  his  many  virtues  and  excellen- 
cies of  character.  His  life  was  one  of  exceptional  purity,  blamelessness 
and  Christian  activity  and  charity.  His  sphere  of  usefulness  was  not 
confined  to  this  community,  nor  to  the  Church  that  he  so  loved,  and  that 
he  so  faithfully  served  in  various  responsible  trusts— his  very  last  hour 
of  consciousness  having  been  spent  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  as 
Secretary  of  this  body— but  it  extended  also  to  numerous  secular  organ- 
izations, in  whose  benevolent  work  he  was  ever  active  and  took  special 
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delight,  and  indeed  it  took  in  the  sick  and  suffering  poor  wherever  found, 
to  the  extent  of  his  ability. 

From  the  organization  of  this  Committee,  seven  years  ago,  he  was  our 
genial  and  helpful  associate,  always  at  his  post,  and  always  of  wise  and 
conservative  judgment  and  counsel;  our  ever  faithful  and  efficient  Secre- 
tary, and  our  affectionate,  cordial  and  much  loved  friend  and  brother, 
whose  exemplary  character  and  conduct  we  shall  ever  gratefully  cherish 
among  the  precious  recollections  of  the  past. 

Dr.  Peter  E.  Hines  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  on  the  Committee 
occasioned  by  the  death  of  Col.  Anderson,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Sutton  was 
elected  Secretary  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  that  office  from  the  same  cause. 

At  this  meeting  also,  Charles  Ferdinand  Drake,  M.  D.,  was  recom- 
mended to  be  ordered  Deacon. 

On  June  19th,  1890,  the  Committee  gave  its  formal  assent  and  approval 
to  the  disbursement  of  an  appropriation  of  $375  additional  from  the 
Board  of  Missions  for  missionary  work  in  this  Diocese,  as  the  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese  suggested  and  requested. 

On  August  2d,  1890,  the  Committee  gave  its  Canonical  consent  to  the 
consecration  of  the  Rev.  Edward  R.  Atwill,  D.  D.,  Bishop-elect  of  the 
Diocese  of  West  Missouri. 

On  August  25th,  1890,  Clinton  Hosmer  Weaver,  M.  D.,  was  recom- 
mended to  be  ordered  Deacon. 

On  November  4th,  1890,  Abner  Hill  (colored)  and  lately  known  by  that 
body  as  a  Bishop  of  the  African  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  West,  was 
recommended  to  be  received  as  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders. 

On  November  15th,  1890,  J.  Daniel  Miller  was  recommended  to  be 
received  as  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders. 

On  December  ist,  1890,  the  Committee  gave  its  Canonical  consent  to 
the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Henry  Melville  Jackson,  Assistant  Bishop- 
elect  of  the  Diocese  of  Alabama. 

On  December  4th,  1890,  the  Committee,  by  a  unanimous  vote,  declined 
to  consent  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  John  Wright  Chapman,  Mis- 
sionarj'  at  Anvik,  Alaska,  who  had  been  chosen  by  the  House  of  Bishops 
in  special  session  in  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  to  fill  an  alleged  vacancy,  on  the 
ground  that,  in  the  judgment  of  this  Committee,  there  has  existed  na 
vacancy  to  be  filled  under  the  provisions  of  Title  II,  Canon  XVI,  Section 
16,  subsection  i;  and  further,  that  the  matter  of  sending  a  Missionary 
Bishop  to  Alaska  was  considered  by  the  General  Convention  of  1889,  and 
postponed  to  the  next  General  Convention.  (Journal  of  General  Conven- 
tion of  1889,  page  104). 

On  March  7th,  1891,  the  Committee  consented  to  the  consecration  of 
the  Rev.  Henry  Christian  Swentzel,  of  Scrauton,  Central  Pa.,  as  Bishop 
of  Yedo  (Japan).  At  this  meeting  also,  Nathan  A.  Seagle  was  recom- 
mended to  be  received  as  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders. 
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On  April  29th,  1891,  the  Committee  gave  its  Canonical  consent  to  the 
consecration  of  the  Rev.  Davis  Sessums,  M.  A.,  Assistant  Bishop-elect  of 
Louisiana. 

At  this  meeting  also,  the  President  of  the  Committee  was  requested  to 
make  out  and  present  to  the    approaching  Diocesan  Convention  the 
usual  report  of  its  proceedings  during  the  past  Conventional  year.

But  in  considering  the  accounts  of  their  Treasurer,  they  find  that  there 
is  no  little  cause  for  congratulation  that  all  the  obligations  of  the  com- 
mittee have  been  faithfully  met,  without  being  obliged  to  call  upon  the 
income  from  the  estate  of  the  late  Miss  Mary  R.  Smith,  of  which  we 
have  already  overdrawn  our  portion. 

We  cannot  insist  too  strongly  upon  every  clergyman  complying  with 
the  Canon  directing  certain  collections.     Some  may  not  think  their  con- 
gregations able  to  give.     It  is  the  Rector's  duty  not  to  decide  the  ability 
of  the  congregation,  but  to  afford  them  the  opportunity  to  give.

To  the  Hotiorable  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  : 

We  beg  leave  to  report  that,  since  the  last  session  of  your  honorable 
body,  the  Trustees  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  have  requested  us  to 
take  measures  for  selling  the  share  of  this  Diocese  in  the  land  devised 
by  the  late  Mary  Ruffin  Smith  to  the  Church  in  this  State.  The  proper 
authorities  of  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina  have  requested  us  to  sell  its 
share  also.  In  pursuance  of  this  double  authority  we  have  caused  the 
land  to  be  surveyed  and  divided  into  smaller  tracts,  and  we  propose  at 
some  date  in  the  coming  fall  to  offer  the  same  to  the  highest  bidder  on 
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favorable  terms  to  the  purchasers,  demanding  one-third  cash.     Of  course 
due  advertisement  will  be  made. 

We  hope  to  present  to  the  next  Convention  a  full  account  of  our  pro- 
ceedings, and  also  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  rents  by  the 
agent  of  the  management  of  the  land,  Mr.  W.  C.  Cole.

The  Secretary  moved  to  refer  to  the  Committees  on  Elec- 
tions and  New^  Parishes  certain  papers  which  had  been 
placed  in  his  hands  wnth  a  view  to  such  reference.  The 
motion  was  agreed  to,  after  which  the  Convention,  on 
motion,  took  a  recess  until  4  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.

The  Convention  reassembled  at  4  o'clock,  the  President 
in  the  chair. 

The  Secretary  read  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  and 
they  were  approved.

The  Committee  appointed  to  report  a  plan  to  increase  the  Permanent 
Episcopal  Fund,  respectfully  report  that  they  deem  it  inexpedient  to 
attempt  to  increase  said  Fund  at  this  time:  but  if  the  Convention  think 
otherwise,  then  they  are  of  opinion  that  an  agent  should  be  appointed 
by  the  Convention  to  visit  all  the  Churches  in  the  Diocese  and  solicit 
subscriptions.

On  motion,  the  report  was  adopted. 

The  Rev.  A.  B.  Hunter  presented  and  read  the  following 
report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church: 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  beg  to  report  that  their 
work  this  year  has  been  greatly  lightened  by  the  fact  that  the  Parochial 
Reports  were  sent  to  the  Acting  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  and  by  him, 
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with  vers-  great  industrj-  and  promptness,  put  into  tabulated  form  so  as 
to  come  at  once  before  your  Committee  without  further  elaboration  by 
them. 

We  beg  to  congratulate  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  on  the  great  vigor 
which  has  been  shown  by  our  Bishop,  who  seems,  under  God's  blessing, 
to  have  renewed  his  youth  and  to  give  promise  of  many  more  years  of 
earnest  work. 

The  Treasurer's  report  shows  credit  balances  in  every  account  and  in 
general  a  very  satisfactory  financial  condition,  but  your  Committee  beg 
to  call  the  attention  of  the  Church  to  the  very  great  need  of  increased 
contributions  for  the  work  of  Diocesan  Missions.  There  is  a  call  for  the 
Church  s  ministry  in  many  places,  and  the  call  cannot  be  heeded  without 
increased  offerings. 

We  beg  also  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Church  to  the  necessity  of 
making  the  regular  offerings  required  by  the  Convention.  The  regu- 
larity of  these  offerings  ought  to  be  as  punctual  as  the  services  of  the 
Church. 

The  reports  submitted  show  that  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary 
and  other  institutions  of  the  Church  is  in  a  healthful  condition,  with  the 
need,  however,  on  every  side,  of  increased  offerings  to  keep  pace  with 
the  wants  of  a  growing  Diocese.  We  cannot  too  greatly  emphasize  the 
individual  responsibility  of  every  member  of  the  Church  to  honor  the 
Lord  with  their  substance,  in  order  that  they  may  render  a  wise  account 
of  their  stewardship. 

There  has  been  referred  to  us,  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
Convention,  the  report  of  the  Archdeacon  for  Colored  Work,  showing 
326  communicants ;  937  children  in  Sunday-schools  ;  601  children  in 
week-day  Parish  schools;  $1,177.72  in  contributions,  and  $18,575  as  the 
value  of  the  Church  property  of  the  Colored  Parishes  and  Missions.  At 
some  points  the  colored  work  is  greatly  assisted  by  the  interest  and 
labor  of  white  communicants  of  the  Church,  and  we  beg  to  call  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Church  to  the  fact  that  there  exists  in  our  Diocese  as  great  a 
need  for  this  kind  of  missionary  labor  as  in  the  slums  of  our  cities  or  in 
the  heart  of  Africa.  The  Church  through  its  Board  of  Missions  and 
Colored  Commission  has  generously  assisted  this  work,  but  your  Com- 
mittee believes  that  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  ought  to  make  offerings 
toward  this  greatly  needed  work  within  its  own  bounds,  whose  necessi- 
ties our  own  people  can  perceive  even  better  than  our  generous  friends 
outside  the  Diocese. 

With  the  increased  need  of  the  work  of  the  ministry  throughout  the 
Diocese,  your  Committee  cannot  but  regret  that  there  are  not  more  men 
being  raised  up  from  our  own  people  to  take  their  places  in  the  ranks  of 
the  Clergy.  We  believe  there  is  very  great  need  of  presenting  the  claims 
of  the  Church  and  its  ministry  before  the  young  men  at  our  educational 
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centers  throuorhout  the  State,  and  that  the  Church  ought  generously  to 
support  the  efforts  to  this  end  which  are  being  made  at  Davidson  Col- 
lege and  Chapel  Hill.  J.  A.  DEAL,

The  Rev.  J.  W.  Murphy  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion, and  moved  its  adoption: 

Resolved,  That  the  principles  and  methods  of  the  Clergymen 's  Retiring 
Fund  Society,  which  is  increasingly  successful  in  its  efforts  to  create  a 
Pension  Fund  for  its  aged  and  infirm  Clerical  members,  are  worthy  of 
the  careful  consideration  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  this  Diocese. 

The  Rev.  T.  I.  Holcombe,  Financial  Secretary  of  the 
Clergymen's  Retiring  Fund  Society,  addressed  the  Con- 
vention. At  the  close  of  his  address  the  resolution  of  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Murphy  w^as  adopted. 

The  consideration  of  Mr.  Patton's  resolution  having 
been  resumed,  Mr.  John  Wilkes  offered  a  substitute  as 
follows  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  concur  with  the  Committee  on  Canons 
in  the  report  made  this  day  on  the  resolution  offered  by  Mr.  T.  W.  Pat- 
ton,  and  recorded  on  page  46  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention  of  1890. 

iV  vote  by  orders  being  called  for,  the  substitute  was 
rejected  by  the  following  vote:

On  motion,  the  Convention  then  adjourned  to  meet  at 
9.30  o'clock  on  Friday  morning. 
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THIRD  DAY. 

Friday,  May  15. 

The  Convention  met  at  9.30  o'clock,  pursuant  to 
adjournment. 

The  Litany  was  said  by  the  Rev.  W.  L.  IMellichampe, 
after  which  the  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Sutton  was,  on  motion,  excused  from 
further  attendance. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Buxton  presented  the  following  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Education: 

The  Chairman  of  this  Committee  reports  the  payment  on  his  order  of 
$45  each  to  Messrs.  Gilreath  and  Seagle,  students  of  the  Ravenscroft 
Training  School  for  the  Ministry.  The  sum  of  |6o  was  also  paid  to  Mr. 
S.  S.  Bost.  The  amount  contributed  by  Parishes  and  Congregations 
during  the  year  is  198.20. 

There  is  a  plain  Canon  regulating  the  collections  for  this  fund,  to  which 
attention  is  called.  The  collections,  small  as  they  have  been,  have  been 
of  great  service  and  almost  indispensable  toward  supporting  the  young 
men  who  are  studying  for  the  ministry.  The  Canon  referred  to  (Chap- 
ter I,  Canon  XIV)  requires  every  Clergyman  to  make  collections  at 
least  once  in  each  year  for  the  Education  Fund  of  the  Diocese.

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Mr.  W.  A.  Smith  presented  the  reports  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  and  the  Superintendent  of  the  Thompson 
Orphanage  and  Training  Institute,  as  follows: 

The  Managers  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage  and  Training  Institute 
respectfully  submit  their  annual  report. 

This  noble  Church  charity  is  increasing  in  usefulness,  having  now 
under  its  fostering  care  47  children,  eight  more  than  last  year. 

The  contributions  have  somewhat  increased,  but  not  sufficiently  to 
cover  the  necessary  expenditures  the  coming  year,  and  we  earnestly 
trust  the  charitable  will  enlarge  their  liberal  donations  to  the  Orphanage. 

We  have  at  last  succeeded  in  making  arrangements  to  have  the  entire 
time  and  attention  of  our  very  faithful  and  efficient  Superintendent,  and 
look  forward  to  considerable  growth  in  this  work.  The  Dioceses  of 
North  and  East  Carolina  must  hold  up  his  hands. 

We  are  much  gratified  to  note  the  larger  returns  from  the  farm,  and 
believe  it  a  source  of  great  good  in  training  the  boys  in  agricultural 
work  and  much  benefit  to  them  physically. 

The  good  of  the  Training  Institution  demands  something  that  will,  in 
a  measure,  do  for  the  girls  what  the  farm  does  for  the  boys. 

After  full  discussion  it  was  thought  advisable  to  establish  a  laundry. 
This  will  require  about  |8oo,  and  we  confidently  anticipate  the  Conven- 
tion and  Diocese  will  enable  the  Superintendent  at  once  to  make  this 
important  addition. 

For  fuller  information  we  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Superintendent, 
presented  herewith,  and  ask  that  it  be  embodied  in  the  minutes  of  the 
Convention. 

We  desire  to  express  our  grateful  acknowledgment  to  the  individual 
contributors  to  the  Guilds,  and  especially  to  the  faithful  work  of  love  of 
two  young  ladies  in  the  town  of  Charlotte. 

We  must  again  revert  to  the  necessity  of  increased  contributions  in 
money  and  in  kind,  and  call  attention  to  the  resolutions  passed  by  the 
Convention  held  in  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd  in  Raleigh,  recom- 
mending the  formation  of  Guilds  in  every  Parish  to  sustain  this  work  of 
humanity  in  the  love  of  Christ.  The  support  of  this  Institution  would 
be  amply  provided  for,  if  the  spirit  of  these  resolutions  were  extended 
and  set  to  work  in  everv  Parish.

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THE  THOMPSON  ORPHANAGE  AND  TRAINING  INSTITUTE. 

The  history  of  the  Institution  during  the  past  year  affords  abundant 
cause  for  gratitude  to  Almighty  God,  who  has  shielded  us  from  disease 
and  death,  and  put  it  into  the  hearts  of  His  people  to  provide  for  the 
support  of  these  dependent  children  of  the  Church,  of  whom  we  now 
have  forty-seven.  Twenty-eight  are  at  Thompson  Hall,  and  nineteen  at 
Branson  Hall.     The  latter  department  is  used  for  small  children. 

Eleven  of  our  children  are  from  East  Carolina.  That  Diocese  con- 
tributes liberally  to  the  support  of  the  Institution,  as  will  be  seen  from 
the  schedule  of  contributions.  This  schedule  is  referred  to  as  showing 
the  sources  by  which  the  Orphanage  is  supported.  A  number  of  Parishes 
in  the  Diocese  have  complied  with  the  request  of  the  Convention  by 
organizing  Guilds,  which  render  efficient  aid  in  carrying  on  the  work. 
It  is  greatly  to  be  desired  that  all  should  do  so,  to  render  the  support 
permanent  and  secure. 

The  farm  has  paid  well  during  the  past  year,  and  affords  pleasant  and 
healthful  employment  for  the  boys.  I  estimate  its  products  at  about 
|i,ooo,  involving  an  outlay  of  about  $400,  giving  a  net  balance  of  about 
$600  in  money  and  supplies  for  the  table.  The  girls  are  taught  such 
domestic  arts  as  cooking,  washing,  sewing,  etc.,  but  we  feel  the  need  of 
some  other  kinds  of  industry,  in  order  to  fit  them  for  a  higher  sphere  of 
usefulness  and  happiness  than  can  usually  be  procured  by  domestic 
labor  in  this  section  of  our  country,  owing  to  the  competition  of  cheap 
negro  labor  in  that  line  of  work.  To  this  end  we  recommend  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  steam  laundry,  knitting  factory,  or  other  industry  that 
will  give  them  such  training  as  will  enable  them  to  earn  good  wages 
when  they  go  out  to  work,  and,  in  the  meantime,  contribute  in  some 
measure  to  the  support  of  the  Orphanage. 

The  sympathy  and  interest  of  our  people  throughout  the  State  have 
been  unabated,  and  the  indications  are  that  the  Institution  is  perma- 
nently and  firmly  established. 

The  employees  of  the  Institution  are  faithful  and  conscientious  work- 
ers, and  the  Superintendent  attributes  the  success  of  the  work  mainly 
to  their  devoted  labors.  A  gentleman  of  Charlotte  has  kindly  under- 
taken to  have  a  Chapel  built  on  the  grounds  of  the  Orphanage.  This 
will  be  an  important  addition  to  the  work,  and  a  benefit  to  the  neighbor- 
hood. We  still  greatly  need  an  Infirmary;  also  an  Industrial  Hall.  The 
former  can  be  built  for  about  |6oo,  and  the  latter  for  about  |i,ooo,  or  less. 
They  would  add  greatly  to  the  efficiency  of  the  work. 

We  are  under  many  obligations  to  persons  in  all  parts  of  the  State, 
and  in  other  States,  for  kindnesses  and  courtesies  shown  us  during  the 
year.  The  railroads  and  express  company  have  been  very  kind  and 
accommodating.     I  also   desire  to  mention,  with  much  gratitude,  the 
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unceasing  kindness  and  assistance  of  Dr.  S.  B.  Jones,  our  physician  in 
charge,  who  has  always  faithfully  attended  the  sick  without  compensa- 
tion. Drs.  William  Graham,  Geo.  Graham  and  Alexander  have  been 
very  kind  and  helpful  in  their  special  lines,  and  rendered  much  assist- 
ance. 

Nine  children  have  been  discharged  during  the  year,  of  whom  two 
have  nice  homes,  where  they  are  happy  and  contented.  The  others 
have  returned  to  their  relatives.  One  of  our  girls  is  at  Claremont  Col- 
lege, Hickory,  where  she  has  been  for  two  terms,  through  the  assistance 
of  the  Guilds  in  Charlotte  and  Hickory,  and  the  generosity  of  the  pro- 
prietor of  the  school.  She  desires  to  become  a  teacher,  and  Mr.  Sanborn, 
after  keeping  her  two  terms  at  about  half  rates,  is  now  keeping  her  for 
the  present  term  without  charge,  rather  than  to  disappoint  her  aims. 
Two  more  years,  at  |ioo  a  year,  would  enable  her  to  graduate.

This  report  covers  only  eleven  months,  viz.,  from  May  ist,  1890,  to 
March  31st,  1891.  The  average  monthly  contributions  have  been  some- 
what larger  than  heretofore,  and  the  expenses  somewhat  larger  also.  If 
the  contributions  continue  at  the  present  average,  they  will  barely  sup- 
port the  w^ork  at  its  present  capacity  of  forty-five  children.  No  extra 
efforts  were  made  during  the  past  year  to  increase  the  contributions.  I 
hope  to  make  such  efforts  during  the  coming  year,  in  order  to  put  the 
work  in  better  shape  for  accomplishing  the  ends  in  view. 

Our  expenses  are  about  I300  a  month,  or  nearly  |ioo  a  year  for  each 

child.

The  Rev.  Chas.  T.  Bland,  from  the  Committee  on  New 
Parishes,  made  the  following  report  : 
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The  Committee  on  New  Parishes  respectfully  report  that  the  applica- 
tions of  Grace  Church  in  the  Mountains,  Waynesville,  and  St.  James' 
Church.  Hendersonville,  for  admission  as  organized  Missions,  into  union 
with  the  Convention,  are  in  proper  form,  and  offer  the  following  resolu- 
tion : 

Resolved,  That  the  organized  Missions  above  mentioned  be  admitted 
into  union  with  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

The  Rev.  Walter  J.  Smith  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tioj^,  and  moved  its  reference  to  the  Committee  on  Canons. 

Resolved,  That  the  form  of  the  Parochial  Report  in  Chapter  III, 
Canon  VI,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons  for  amendment. 

It  was  so  referred. 

The  Rev.  F.  L.  Bush,  from  the  Committee  on  Unfin- 
ished Business,  presented  the  following  report,  which  was 
adopted: 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  beg  leave  to  report  that  the 
Committee  appointed  to  confer  with  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of 
the  South,  in  relation  to  the  affiliation  of  our  Diocesan  School  with  the 
University,  have  made  no  report.  The  two  members  of  the  Committee, 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Cheshire  and  Mr,  Burgwyn,  are  absent,  and  we  recommend 
that  the  Committee  be  continued. 

Also,  that  the  Committee  on  the  Change  of  Site  of  the  Ravenscroft 
High  School  have  made  no  report,  and  we  suggest  that  the  report  of  the 
Committee  be  requested. 

The  Bishop  addressed  the  Convention,  recommending  a 
largely  increased  circulation  of  The  Omrchman  in  the 
Diocese,  and  then  retired  from  the  chair,  which  was  taken 
by  the  President. 

The  Rev.  J.  W.  Murphy  presented  the  following  report 
of  the  Special  Committee  on  the  Subject  of  Pensions  for 
the  iVged  Clergy: 

The  Special  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  communication 
from  the  House  of  Deputies  of  the  General  Convention  of  1889,  found 
upon  pages  42  and  43  of  the  Journal  of  our  Diocesan  Convention  of  1890, 
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together  with  the  accompanying  Canon  of  the  Diocese  of  Newark, 
respectfully  report  that  they  have  given  due  consideration  to  the  general 
subject  of  provision  for  the  aged  and  infirm  clergy  thus  brought  before 
them,  and  have  also  heard  with  interest  what  Mr.  Holcombe,  the  Finan- 
cial Secretary  of  the  Clergymen's  Retiring  Fund  Society,  said  in  his 
address  to  our  Convention. 

The  Committee  are  very  well  satisfied  that  the  principles  and  methods 
of  the  Clergymen's  Retiring  Fund  Society  are  such  as  should  commend 
themsel^^es  to  all  who  would  have  the  officers  of  the  Church  army 
properly  pensioned  in  their  old  age,  and  they  therefore  venture  to  hope 
that  the  good  words  which  have  been  said  for  the  Society  by  many  of 
the  Bishops,  including  our  own.  by  the  General  Convention,  and  thrt&ugh 
resolutions  of  our  own  Convention  repeatedly,  may  not  be  forgotten  by 
us,  but  may  bring  forth  good  fruit  in  the  seeking  to  have  a  share  both 
in  doing  good  to  others  and  receiving  good  for  ourselves. 

As  to  Canonical  provision  for  carrying  out  the  plan  for  the  good, 
especially,  of  the  Clergy  of  our  own  Diocese,  your  Committee  are  not 
prepared  now  to  propose  anything.  The  time  may  come  when  some- 
thing like  the  Newark  Canon  may  be  desirable.  At  present  they  would 
recommend  only  that  the  Canon  which  provides  for  an  annual  off'ering 
in  every  Parish  for  the  Relief  Fund  of  our  Diocese  for  the  benefit  of  our 
disabled  Clergy  and  of  the  widows  and  orphans  of  the  Clergy,  be  more 
carefully  remembered  and  strictly  obeyed,  never  forgetting,  however, 
that  this  provision  lacks  greatly  of  coming  up  to  the  pension  idea  of  the 
Retiring  Fund  Society. 

Mr.  F.  P.  Haywood,  Jr.,  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which,  on  motion,  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  Clergymen  and  two 
Laymen,  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Convention  to  report  to 
this  Convention  an  appropriate  service  to  be  held  by  the  Church  in 
commemoration  of  the  ordination  of  our  Bishop  to  the  Priesthood,  which 
took  place  December  19th,  1841. 

The  Rev.  A.  B.  Hunter,  the  Rev.  Bennett  Smedes,  the 
Rev.  J.  W.  :\Iurph>-,  Mr.  J.  B.  Batchelor  and  Mr.  F.  P. 
Haywood,  Jr.,  were  appointed  the  committee  called  for  by 
the  resolution. 

The  Bishop  having  resumed  the  chair,  Mr.  R.  H.  Battle, 
from  the  committee  appointed  for  the  purpose,  presented 
the  following 
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RESOLUTIONS  OF  RESPECT  TO  THE  MEMORY  OF  THE  LATE 
WILLIAM  E.  ANDERSON. 

Your  Committee  to  whom  it  was  entrusted  to  report  suitable  resolu- 
tions in  reference  to  the  death  of  Wm.  E.  Anderson,  late  a  member  and 
Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  and  one  of  the  Trustees  to  hold 
property  for  the  Diocese,  respectfully  submit : 

William  Edward  Anderson,  who  died  in  the  City  of  Raleigh  on  the 
2ist  day  of  May,  1890,  in  the  55th  year  of  his  age,  was  a  communicant 
of  the  Church  almost  from  his  boyhood,  a  vestryman  for  more  than  a 
quarter  of  a  century,  and  for  a  large  part  of  the  time  Junior  and  Senior 
Warden  of  Christ  Church,  Raleigh. 

Your  Committee  well  know,  from  personal  observation,  what  a  power 
for  good  he  wielded  by  the  example  of  his  humility,  his  patience,  his 
charit3%  his  loving  kindness  in  the  Parish  and  community  in  which  he 
spent  the  larger  part  of  his  iiseful  life  ;  and  members  of  your  Committee, 
too,  from  personal  association  with  him  in  the  offices  which  he  held  by 
election  of  the  Convention,  know  better  than  others  can  with  what 
fidelity,  prudence  and  ability  he  performed  his  responsible  duties  as  a 
member  of  the  Standing  Committee  and  as  one  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese. 

And  not  only  in  these  offices  for  the  Diocese  did  he  perform  faithful 
service,  but  he  was  also,  for  many  years,  a  member  of  the  Executive 
Missionary  Committee,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  the  efficient  Treas- 
urer of  St.  Augustine's  Normal  School,  a  Church  institution.  When  it 
is  remembered  that  he  rarely  attended  a  session  of  the  Convention,  and 
was  never  heard  to  make  a  speech  in  it,  it  will  appear  that  his  modesty 
was  equal  to  his  merit  and  his  executive  and  financial  ability  which 
caused  these  offices  to  be  thrust  upon  him  To  him  life  w^as  duty,  and 
in  the  providence  of  his  Heavenly  Father  he  was  seized  with  the  mortal 
illness  which  terminated  his  life  in  a  very  few  hours  at  his  desk  in  the 
bank  of  which  he  was  the  President,  and  only  a  few  minutes  after  he  had 
entered  up  the  proceedings  of  the  Standing  Committee  at  a  meeting  he 
had  just  attended,  and  that  he  was  called  away  from  earth  almost  in  the 
performance  of  a  duty  imposed  upon  him  by  the  Church. 

The  esteem  and  affection  wnth  which  he  was  regarded  by  the  com- 
munity in  which  he  lived,  and  the  outpouring  of  his  fellow-citizens,  of 
all  ranks  and  conditions,  to  do  him  honor  by  attending  his  funeral, 
must  have  been  a  revelation  to  those  who  court  popular  favor  and  aspire 
to  public  position  in  order  to  be  honored  and  respected  among  men. 
All  the  people  of  our  capital  city  seemed  to  be  in  mourning  at  the  death 
of  this  good  man  this  kind  neighbor  and  this  humble  Christian,  as  if 
he  had  been   to  each   and  all  of  them   a  personal  friend      Surely   it

becomes  this  Convention  of  the  Church  he  served  so  faithfully  and  loved 
so  well,  likewise  to  do  such  honor  as  it  can  to  his  memory. 

Be  it  therefore  Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Convention,  and 
of  each  and  all  its  members,  his  brethren  in  the  Faith,  this  Diocese  has 
seldom  lost  an  officer  so  faithful  to  all  his  trusts  or  so  efficient  in  the 
performance  of  important  and  varied  duties,  and  our  Holy  Mother,  the 
Church,  a  more  humble,  loving  and  devoted  son  than  William  E. 
Anderson. 

Resolved  further,  That  this  preamble  and  resolution  be  entered  on  the 
Journal  of  this  Convention.

The  Committee  on  Elections  beg  leave  to  report  that  the  certificate  of 
the  Lay  Delegates  from  St.  Paul's  Church,  Winston,  is  irregular — said 
certificate  being  signed  by  the  Rector  and  not  by  the  vSecretarv  of  the 
Vestry  as  required  by  Canon, 

The  certificates  of  Lay  Delegates  from  Gethsemane  Mission,  Bowman's 
Bluff,  and  from  St.  David's  Mission,  Cullowhee,  are  irregular,  inasmuch 
as  these  Missions  have  not  been  admitted  into  union  with  the  Conven- 
tion. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  cannot  recommend  the  admission  of  dele- 
gates from  these  congregations. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  ^Marshall  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  hold  its  next  annual  meeting  in  Christ

The  Rev.  Alfred  H.  Stubbs  offered  an  amendment  sub- 
stituting the  name  of  St.    Barnabas'  Church,   Greensboro, 
for  that  of  Christ  Church,  Raleigh.      The  amendment  wa 
agreed  to,  and  the  resolution  adopted.

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On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Georofe  P.  Hebbard,  the  follow- 
ing resolution  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons:

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Fellows  of  Ravenscroft  be  authorized  in 
their  discretion  to  oifer  to  repay  the  Rev.  Dr.  Buel  for  the  outlay  made 
by  him  on  Shoenberger  Hall,  and  until  such  payment  is  made,  to  pay 
him  quarterly  interest  at  the  rate  of  eight  per  cent,  per  annum  upon 
any  portion  of  the  amount  remaining  unpaid. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Buxton  presented  the  following  resolu- 
tions, which  were  unanimously  adopted  : 

Resolved,  .Th.aX.  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina, 
having  heard  with  deep  regret  of  the  very  serious  illness  with  which  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Buel  has  been  visited,  and  of  the  consequent  interruption  of 
his  work  in  the  Training  School  and  in  the  care  of  the  several  Missions 
associated  with  it,  desires  hereby  to  express  its  profound  sympathy 
with  Dr.  Buel,  not  only  in  this  severe  affliction,  but  also  in  the  great 
sorrow  to  which  he  has  been  called  in  the  loss  of  his  faithful  and  devoted 
"wife,  the  daughter  of  our  venerated  late  Bishop,  who  has  been  so  valu- 
able a  helper  to  him  in  the  discharge  of  the  important  duties  of  his 
office. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  be  instructed  to  con- 
"vey  to  Dr.  Buel  the  sentiments  above  expressed.

APPENDIX  A. 
Address  of  the  Bishop. 


Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

I  have  great  pleasure  in  welcoming  you  to  another  An- 
nual Convention,  and  we  are  called  on  specially  to  rejoice 
that  the  ranks  of  our  Clergy  have  not  been  broken  during 
the  past  year  by  the  ravages  of  disease  and  death.      Some 
of  our  valued  co-workers  have  been  called  away  from  us 
to  other  fields  of  labor,  but  it  gratifies  me  to  add  that  these 
losses  have  been  made  up  by  se\-eral  very  valuable  acces- 
sions from  other  Dioceses.      At  our  last  Convention    my 
own  health  was  much  impaired,  and  for  several  months 
my  official  duties  proved  quite  a  burden,  and  I  much  feared 
that  I  should  soon  find  myself  permanently  disabled.     But 
by  the  good  Providence  of  God  I  now  meet  you  greatly 
strengthened  and  encouraged,  and  with  every  promise  of 
many   years   more  of  activity   and   usefulness.      And  my 
rejoicing  to-day    is   not  simply   because  of  this  renewed 
vigor  which  has  been  granted  me,  but  because  of  the  evi- 
dence, so  conspicuous  on  every  side,  of  a  steadily  increasing 
interest  in  Church  work  on  the  part  both  of  the  Clergy 
and  Laity.      The  general  condition  of  the  Diocese  is  much 
better  than  for  many  years  past,  and  our  prospects  for  the 
future  are  bright  and  cheering.      During  the  past  year  two 
of  my  brethren  in  the  Episcopate  have  been  called  away 
from  us:  the  Bishop  of  Georgia  and  the  Bishop  of  Massa- 
chusetts.     The  first  named.  Dr.  Beckwith,  was  a  native  of 
our  own  State,  and  well   known  and  esteemed  by  many 
among  us.      He  was  by  no  means  advanced  in  years,  but 
yielded  to  the  pressure  of  bodily  weakness  at  a  time  when 
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we  had  hoped  that  many  }-ears  of  \'igorous  labor  were  still 
in  store  for  him.  And  I  am  sure  that  we  have  all  felt  the 
deepest  sympathy  for  a  neighboring  Diocese,  so  unex- 
pectedly bereaved.  Maya  wise  and  faithful  Shepherd  soon 
be  secured  to  carry  on  a  noble  work  in  so  growing  a  State. 

Bishop  Paddock,  of  Massachusetts,  was  a  very  faithful, 
laborious  and  conscientious  worker,  and  he,  too,  has  been 
called  away  quite  in  the  meridian  of  his  years.  Steady 
and  untiring  toil  has  marked  his  whole  Episcopate,  and 
his  Diocese  shows  the  abundant  fruits  of  his  faithfulness 
and  zeal. 

So,  one  after  another  falls  most  unexpectedly  by  our 
side,  and  impresses  the  solemn  admonition,  ' '  Be  ye  also 
ready:  for  in  such  an  hour  as  ye  think  not  the  Son  of  man 
Cometh. ' ' 

My  first  official  duty,  after  the  delivery  of  my  last  An- 
nual Address,  was  in  connection  with  Calvary  Church, 
Tarboro,  and  during  the  continuance  of  our  last  Conven- 
tion. On  the  morning  of  the  Feast  of  the  Ascension, 
May  15th,  after  the  service  appointed  for  the  day,  I  con- 
firmed twenty  persons  and  addressed  them.  The  sessions 
of  the  Convention  continued  on  until  the  following  Sun- 
day night,  and  we  had  the  great  satisfaction  of  welcoming 
among  us  the  Bishop  of  East  Carolina,  together  with  the 
members  of  the  Convention  of  that  Diocese,  who  came 
from  Greenville  tc  unite  with  us  in  celebrating  the  Cen- 
tennial of  the  first  united  effort  for  the  organization  of  the 
Church  in  North  Carolina.  This  joint  meeting  was  replete 
with  interest,  and  the  closing  exercises  on  Sunday  night 
awakened  no  little  enthusiasm,  coupled  with  the  kindliest 
and  most  cordial  sentiments. 

Monday,  May  19th,  I  returned  to  Raleigh,  and  on  Thurs- 
day, May  22d,  in  Christ  Church,  I  took  part  in  the  funeral 
service  over  the  remains  of  our  highlv  esteemed  brother, 
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Col.  Will.  E.  Anderson.  A  very  heavy  loss  was  sustained, 
not  only  by  the  whole  comin unity,  but  by  the  Church 
which  he  so  tenderly  loved,  when  he  was  taken  from 
aniono-  us.  He  was  always  most  active  in  connection  with 
whatever  had  to  do  with  the  welfare  of  the  Church  and  the 
advancement  of  its  interests.  He  was  one  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  Diocese  for  many  years,  and  also  a  member  of  the 
Standing  Committee.  In  both  positions  he  gave  his  time 
most  freely,  and  also  his  business  talents  which  were  so 
often  called  into  requisition.  His  wise  counsels,  associa- 
ted as  they  always  were  with  so  much  gentleness  and  kind- 
ness, were  most  highly  prized,  and  his  death  has  created  a 
void  which  it  will  not  be  easy  to  fill. 

Sunday,  May  25th,  in  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shep- 
herd, I  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by 
Rev.  W.  M.  Clark,  who  also  preached. 

Trinity  Sunday,  June  ist,  in  St.  Stephen's  Church, 
Oxford,  I  preached  and  admitted  to  the  Sacred  Order  of 
Deacons,  Mr.  Junius  M.  Horner,  a  graduate  of  the  General 
Theological  Seminary,  and  Mr.  Charles  F.  Drake,  IM.  D., 
who  had  been  transferred  to  this  Diocese,  as  a  candidate 
for  Holy  Orders,  from  the  Diocese  of  Minnesota.  The 
candidates  were  presented  by  Rev.  Wm.  Woodson  Walker, 
Rector  of  the  Parish.  Rev.  Julian  E.  Ingle,  of  Hender- 
son, said  Morning  Prayer.  I  also  administered  the  Holy 
Communion.  At  night,  after  Evening  Prayer  by  Rev. 
Messrs.  Ingle  and  Horner,  I  confirmed  fi\-e  persons  and 
addressed  them. 

First  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  preached  in  Christ  Church, 
Raleigh.  My  health  continued  much  impaired,  and  I  was 
threatened  with  an  attack  of  malarial  fever.  I  left  the 
same  week  for  the  seaside,  hoping  to  be  benefited  by  the 
ocean  breezes.  But  I  grew  steadily  worse,  being  scarcely 
able  to  sleep  at  all  at  night,  and  finally  I  was  seized  with 
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severe  chills,  followed  by  fever.  Prompt  medical  advice 
soon  enabled  me  to  ralh',  and  after  a  few  days  I  proceeded 
to  New  York  on  a  visit  to  my  daughter,  and  was  soon 
greatly  improved.  Sunday,  July  6th,  I  preached  and 
assisted  in  the  Holy  Communion  at  St.  James  Church, 
Fordham.  Before  the  middle  of  July  I  returned  to  Raleigh 
and  then  spent  about  ten  days  at  Hillsboro.  Sunday, 
July  13th,  I  took  part  in  the  service  and  preached  in  St. 
Matthew's  Church,  Hillsboro.  Sunday,  July  20th,  I  preached 
in  St.  Athanasius'  Church,  Burlington. 

Sunday,  July  27th,  in  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Hillsboro, 
I  preached  and  confirmed  two  persons  from  St.  Mary's 
Mission,  Orange  County.  In  the  afternoon  I  catechised 
the  children  of  the  Parish. 

Wednesday,  July  30th,  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Com- 
forter, Walnut  Cove,  Stokes  County,  I  preached,  confirmed 
three  persons  and  addressed  them.  Directly  after  the  ser- 
vice, I  united  a  couple  in  Holy  Matrimony. 

Thursday,  July  31st,  I  visited  Germanton,  and  was  much 
gratified  to  find  the  new  Church,  erected  since  my  last 
visit,  so  far  completed  that  I  was  able  to  hold  service  in  it. 
I  was  assisted  in  the  morning  service  by  Mr.  F.  S.  Stick- 
ney,  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

Friday,  August  ist,  in  the  Methodist  Church  at  Madison, 
Mr.  Stickney  again  assisted  in  the  service.  I  preached, 
confirmed  two  persons  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. Here,  too,  I  was  much  gratified  to  find  a  new 
and  most  graceful  Church  building  rapidly  approaching 
completion.  This  Church  reflects  great  credit  upon  those 
who  have  interested  themselves  in  this  good  work,  and 
especially  upon  the  one  active  and  zealous  Christian  woman 
to  whose  self-sacrificing  devotion  we  are  chiefly  indebted 
for  the  establishment  of  the  Church  at  this  place.  I  was 
glad  to  learn  that  the  town  itself  was  much  improved,  and 
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new    enterprises  had  been  undertaken    which   give  o^ood 
promise  of  growth  and  prosperity. 

Sunday,  August  3d,  in  the  Church  of  the  Epiphany, 
Leaksville,  I  conducted  the  morning  service,  preached, 
confirmed  seven  persons,  addressed  them  and  administered 
the  Holy  Communion.  Rev.  ]\Ir.  Horner  had  been  spend- 
ing a  few  weeks  here  and  at  Reidsville,  but  had  just  left 
to  enter  upon  educational  work  at  Oxford.  Later  in  the 
season  I  was  able  to  secure  a  young  and  active  Clergyman 
for  these  congregations,  and  I  am  pleased  to  learn  that  all 
is  going  on  in  a  most  prosperous  way.  The  congregation 
on  the  day  of  my  visit  to  Leaksville  was  the  largest  I  had 
ever  seen  there,  and  crowded  the  building  to  its  utmost 
capacity. 

Tuesday,  August  5th,  in  Grace  Church,  ^lorganton. 
Rev.  Dr.  Pickett  and  Mr.  Hoffman  conducted  the  service. 
I  preached,  confirmed  five  persons,  addressed  them  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion.  I  was  pleased  to  find 
much  harmony  and  a  re-awakened  interest  in  the  work  of 
the  Parish.  A  zealous  effort  is  in  progress  looking  to  the 
speedy  erection  of  a  larger  and  more  creditable  Church 
building. 

Wednesday,  August  6tli,  in  St.  John's  Church,  INlarion, 
Rev.  Mr.  Bland  conducted  the  service.  I  confirmed  one 
person  and  preached.  I  found  the  new  Church  still  in  an 
unfinished  condition,  but  through  kind  assistance  from 
abroad  all  is  now  completed  and  ready  for  consecration. 

Tenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  August  loth,  in  Trinity 
Church,  Asheville,  I  administered  the  Holy  Communion 
at  an  early  hour,  and  at  11  o'clock  I  preached  to  a  very 
large  and  most  attentive  congregation.  There  was  another 
large  assemblage  at  the  5  o'clock  service,  when  I  confirmed 
twenty-seven  persons  and  addressed  them.  I  was  kindly 
assisted  at  the  mornincr  service  bv   Rev.    Dr.    Porter,    of 
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Charleston;  Rev.  Dr.  Ringgold,  of  Knoxville,  Tennessee; 
Rev.  Dr.  Buxton  and  the  new  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  DnBose. 

Monday,  Augnst  nth,  at  7:30  A.  m.,  I  took  part  in  a 
special  administration  of  the  Holy  Commnnion,  more  par- 
ticularly for  the  benefit  of  the  large  class  confirmed  yester- 
day. 

Tuesday,  August  12th,  in  the  Chapel  at  Haw  Creek, 
Buncombe  County,  Rev,  Dr.  Buxton  conducted  evening 
service,  assisted  by  Messrs.  Bell  and  Rice,  after  which  I 
confirmed  one  person  and  preached. 

Wednesday,  August  13th,  in  the  Chapel  at  Leicester,  I 
preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

Sunday,  August  17th,  in  Calvary  Church,  Henderson 
County,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  the  new  Rector,  Rev. 
Alban  Greaves,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Hanckel,  of  South  Carolina, 
I  confirmed  one  person,  preached  and  administered  the 
Holy  Communion.  Mr.  Greaves  had  onh'  arrived  a  short 
time  before  from  England  and  entered  upon  the  charge  of 
the  Parish. 

Tuesday,  August  19th,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Henderson 
County,  I  preached,  confirmed  twelve  persons  and  addressed 
them.  Shortly  after  the  serv^ice  I  went  to  a  private  house, 
three  miles  distant,  and  confirmed  a  sick  man,  and  also  one 
other  person,  a  neighbor,  who  was  not  able  to  be  at  the 
public  service.      Made  a  brief  address  to  those  confirmed. 

Wednesday,  August  20th,  in  St.  James'  Church,  Hen- 
dersonville,  I  preached,  confirmed  six  persons  (five  of  the 
number  being  from  one  of  the  Missions  of  Rev.  Milnor 
Jones),  addressed  them  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. 

Thursday,  August  21st,  in  Gethsemane  Church,  near 
Bowman's  Bluff,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  the  Rector,  Rev. 
R.  Wainwright,  I  preached,  confirmed  three  persons, 
addressed    them  and  administered  the  Holv  Communion. 
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Twelfth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  August  24th,  in  St. 
Philip's  Church,  Brevard,  assisted  in  the  services  by  Rev. 
Dr.  Buel,  I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Coninui- 
nion.  The  church  was  still  in  a  partly  unfinished  state 
for  lack  of  funds,  but  by  generous  gifts,  since  received  in 
response  to  a  public  appeal  made  by  me,  this  church,  w^ith 
others,  will  be  ready  for  consecration  at  my  next  visitation 
during  the  approaching  summer  or  autumn.  Valuable 
improvements  are  now  going  on  under  the  special  super- 
vision of  a  Layman  of  the  Congregation  who  is  thoroughly 
skilled  in  all  such  work. 

Tuesday,  August  26th,  I  had  an  appointment  for  a  ser- 
vice in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Buncombe  County,  near 
Asheville,  but  a  very  heavy  rain  prevented  the  assemblage 
of  a  congregation.  I  confirmed  one  person,  w4io  had  come 
some  little  distance  specially  to  share  in  the  benefit  of  this 
Apostolic  rite. 

Wednesday,  August  27th,  in  St.  Clement's  Church, 
Candlersville,  I  preached,  confirmed  five  persons  and 
addressed  them. 

Thursday,  August  28th,  in  Trinity  Chapel,  Asheville, 
for  colored  people,  Mr.  McDufFey  read  Evening  Prayer.  I 
preached,  confirmed  four  persons  and  addressed  them. 
Nearly  all  the  week  had  been  rainy  and  threatening  and 
this  evening  it  was  specially  stormy,  so  that  large  numbers 
who  had  been  looking  forward  with  much  interest  to  the 
service  were  unable  to  be  present. 

Friday,  August  29th.  Morning  very  threatening.  I  bap- 
tised an  infant  grandson  at  home  who  was  to  have  been 
taken  to  the  church.  I  mention  this,  as  I  do  not  wish  to 
appear  as  giving  any  countenance  to  private  baptisms 
except  in  case  of  sickness. 

Sunday,  August  31st,  in  St.  John's  Churcli,  Hot  Springs, 
I  addressed  the  children  of  the  Sunday-school  just  before 
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the  regular  morning  service,  at  which  I  confirmed  two 
persons  after  the  second  lesson,  preached  and  administered 
the  Hoi}'  Communion,  assisted  by  Rev.  W.  S.  Barrows, 
the  minister  in  charge. 

Thursday,  Sept.  4th,  in  the  :\Iethodist  Church,  Murphy, 
Cherokee  County,  I  conducted  the  service,  preached  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion.  I  had  hoped  to  take 
steps  for  the  establishment  of  regular  services  at  this  point; 
but  after  careful  enquiry  I  did  not  feel  that  there  was,  just 
now,  sufficient  encouragement  to  undertake  it.  The  place 
is  so  remote  from  any  other  missionary  centre  which  could 
be  united  with  it,  that  I  decided  to  postpone  for  a  while 
longer  the  carrying  out  of  this  plan.  The  next  day  I 
proceeded  to  Franklin,  Macon  County,  and  on  Saturday, 
September  6th,  in  St.  John's  Church,  Macon  County,  I 
assisted  at  a  funeral  service,  and  later  I  preached  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

Sunday,  Sept.  7th,  in  St.  Cyprian's  Church  for  colored 
people,  about  two  miles  from  Franklin,  I  preached  and 
admitted  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Deacons  "Sir.  James  Thomas 
Kennedy,  colored,  who  had  been  pursuing  his  theological 
studies  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  J.  A.  Deal,  who 
also  presented  him  for  ordination.  I  confirmed  six  persons, 
addressed  them  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

At  4  p.  M.  at  St.  Agnes'  Church,  Franklin,  I  preached 
to  a  very  crowded  congregation,  after  Evening  Prayer  by 
Mr.  Deal.  The  prospects  for  the  Church  in  this  neighbor- 
hood are  full  of  encouragement  if  I  can  only  procure  a 
faithful  helper  for  Mr.  Deal  in  his  extended  missionary 
field. 

Wednesday,  Sept.  loth,  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  Cashier's  Valley,  Jackson  County,  after  INIorning 
Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Deal,  I  preached,  confirmed  ten  per- 
sons,   addressed  them    and   administered    the  Holy    Com- 
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miinion.  The  beautiful  and  tasteful  building  in  which  we 
held  our  service  lacked  but  little  of  being  entirely  com- 
pleted, and  I  am  looking  forward  with  much  interest  to  its 
consecration  when  I  visit  that  district  in  August  or  Sep- 
tember. Our  work  at  this  point  has  been  much  strength- 
ened by  the  valuable  help  secured  in  the  services  of  a  lay 
reader  and  intelligent  catechist,  who  is  also  a  candidate  for 
Deacon's  Orders,  and  who  has  also  been  carrying  on  an 
excellent  parochial  school  for  more  than  a  year  past. 

Friday,  Sept.  12th,  in  St.  David's  Church,  Cullowhee, 
I  preached,  confirmed  two  persons  and  administered  the 
Holy  Communion.  This  church  has  been  for  some  years 
in  an  unfinished  state,  but,  through  the  help  received  this 
past  year,  it  is  now  nearly  completed,  and  its  speedy  con- 
secration is  anticipated. 

Sunday,  Sept.  14th,  in  Grace  Church,  Waynesville, 
Haywood  County,  I  preached,  confirmed  four  persons  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  in  the  services 
by  Rev.  Dr.  Buel.  At  4  p.  m.,  in  St.  Mary's  Chapel, 
Mica  Dale,  I  preached,  confirmed  two  persons  and  addressed 
them.      Returned  the  next  day  to  Asheville. 

Thursday,  Sept.  i8th,  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Cross, 
Tryon  City,  Polk  County,  I  preached  and  confirmed  two 
persons. 

At  4  p.  M.,  in  an  unfinished  building,  I  held  a  special 
service  for  colored  people,  delivered  an  address,  confirmed 
eight  persons  and  addressed  them.  One  of  those  confirmed 
had  been  a  Bishop  in  one  of  the  colored  branches  of  the 
Methodist  Church,  and  the  others  had  been  associated  with 
him  in  the  same  organization.  I  licensed  him  as  a  Lay 
Reader,  and  he  has  been  holding  services  regularly  ever 
since  at  Tryon  City.  He  is  also  pursuing  his  studies, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wrixon,   preparatory 
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to  his  admission  to  the  Order  of  Deacons,  for  which  he  has 
been  duly  admitted  as  a  candidate. 

Sunday,  September  2 ist,  in  Ascension  Church,  Hickory, 
after  :\Iorning  Prayer  by  Rev.  J.  A.  Weston,  I  preached 
and  admitted  to  the  Sacred  Order  of  Deacons  Clinton 
Hosmer  Weaver,  M.  D.,  on  presentation  by  Mr.  Weston. 
Dr.  Weaver  had  been  pursuing  his  theological  studies  at 
Chapel  Hill,  under  the  guidance  of  Rev.  :\lr.  Prentiss. 
Shortly  after  his  ordination  he  was  transferred  to  the 
Diocese  of  East  Carolina,  and  became  Assistant  Minister 
in  St.  James'  Church,  Wilmington.  At  4  p.  m.,  in  same 
Church,  I  confirmed  seven  persons  and  addressed  them. 

Tuesday,  Sept.  23d,  in  St.  James'  Church,  Lenoir,  I 
preached,  confirmed  one  person  and  administered  the  Holy 
Communion.  This  Parish  has  been  for  some  time  without 
a  Rector,  but  I  am  happv  to  say  is  now  admirably  pro- 
vided for  by  the  acceptance  of  the  Rectorship  by  Rev.  Dr. 
Buxton,  who  has  also  the  charge  of  the  Missions  associated 
with  that  Parish. 

I  am  anticipating  that  Dr.  Buxton  may  be  able  to  ren- 
der further  service  to  the  Church  in  connection  wnth  the 
Missions  in  Watauga  and  Mitchell  counties.  Rev.  C.  N. 
F.  Jeffery  did  effective  work  last  summer  and  autumn  in 
that  district,  but  the  difficulty  of  carrying  on  work  in  this 
mountain  region  during  the  winter  season,  led  me  to  place 
Mr.  Jeffery  in  charge  of  the  Missions  of  Walnut  Cove  and 
Germanton  during  the  past  four  months,  and  with  my 
approval,  he  has  lately  undertaken  duty  at  Charlotte  and 
in  the  neighboring  region,  taking  charge  of  some  of  the 
Missions  which  Rev.  ]Mr.  Osborne  had  found  it  necessary 
to  give  up  on  account  of  his  pressing  duties  ill  connection 
with  the  Thompson  Orphanage.  I  hope  that  Mr.  Jeffery 
mav  be  able  to  oive  some  little  time  this  summer  to  the 
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Watauja^a  and  ]Mitchell  Missions,  in  which  he  feels  so  deep 
an  interest. 

Wednesday,  Sept.  24th,  I  visited  the  beautiful  Chapel 
of  Rest  in  Yadkin  Valley,  where  I  preached,  confirmed 
one  person  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

Thursday,  Sept.  25th,  I  w^as  driven  to  Blowing  Rock, 
the  summit  of  the  Blue  Ridge,  a  heavy  rain  coming  on 
soon  after  I  left  the  \'alley. 

Friday,  Sept.  26,  I  preached  in  the  large  hall  of  the 
principal  hotel  at  Blowing  Rock,  Rev.  Mr.  Jeffery  assist- 
ing in  the  service. 

On  Saturday,  Sept.  27th,  Mr.  Jeffery  accompanied  me 
to  Boone,  and  on  Sunday  in  the  Church  there  I  preached 
and  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  ]\Ir. 
Jeffery.  A  very  heavy  rain  came  on  during  the  service, 
and,  not  being  at  all  well  on  that  day,  I  judged  it  inexpe- 
dient to  go  on  to  St.  John's  Church,  Valle  Crucis,  where 
I  had  an  appointment  for  the  afternoon.  "Sir.  Jeffery,  how- 
ever, went  over  and  held  the  service,  and  was  gratified  by 
the  presence  of  quite  a  large  congregation.  The  next 
morning  he  returned  to  Boone,  the  day  being  still  very 
rainy,  and  we  went  back  together  to  Blowing  Rock.  The 
continued  inclement  weather,  and  the  shocking  condition 
of  the  roads,  led  me  to  give  up  my  appointment  for  the 
next  day  at  Linville,  and  instead,  I  descended  the  moun- 
tains and  w^ent  as  far  as  Lenoir.  The  following  morning 
I  took  the  train  to  Hickory,  and  on  Thursday,  October  2d, 
proceeded  on  to  Ivincolnton. 

Friday,  October  3d,  Rev.  \V.  R.  Wetmore  accompanied 
me  to  Gastonia,  and  at  3  p.  m.,  in  a  large  hall,  I  preached, 
confirmed  three  persons  and  addressed  them.  Shortly 
after  the  service  we  returned  to  Lincolnton. 

Saturday,  October  4th,  went  with  ]\Ir.  Wetmore  to  High 
Shoals,  and  on  the  way  stopped  at  a  private  house,  where 
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I  coufirmed  a  sick  person.  In  the  Chapel,  at  High  Shoals, 
I  preached,  confirmed  five  persons,  addressed  them  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion,  ]\Ir.  Wetmore  assist- 
ing in  the  services. 

Sunday,  October  5th,  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Lincoln- 
ton,  I  preached,  confirmed  eighteen  persons,  addressed  them 
and  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  in  the 
services  by  Mr.  Wetmore.  At  5  p.  m.  I  went  to  St. 
Cyprian's  Church  for  colored  people,  and  met  the  Sunday- 
school.  I  made  an  address,  and  confirmed  one  person. 
This  brought  my  autumnal  visitation  to  a  close,  and  the 
next  day  I  left  for  Hillsboro. 

Sunday,  October  12th,  I  preached  in  St.  Matthew's 
Church.  Tuesday,  October  14th,  I  went  to  Raleigh,  and 
on  Thursday,  October  i6th,  left  for  Pittsburgh,  to  attend 
the  Missionary  Council  of  the  Church,  which  was  sum- 
moned to  meet  there  the  next  Vv-eek. 

Sunday,  October  19th,  I  preached  in  Trinity  Church, 
Pittsburgh,  of  which  Parish  I  had  charge  for  ten  years. 
Although  thirty  years  had  elapsed  since  I  had  resigned  the 
Rectorship,  there  were  still  many  of  my  old  friends  remain- 
ing to  greet  and  welcome  me.  I  remained  in  Pittsburgh 
until  Friday,  October  24th,  attending  upon  the  sessions  of 
the  Missionary  Council,  and  also  a  meeting  of  the  House 
of  Bishops,  and  then  took  the  night  train  for  New  York, 
arriving  early  Saturday  morning. 

Sunday,  October  26th,  I  preached  in  St.  James'  Church, 
Fordham,  New  York. 

Tuesday,  October  28th,  at  the  General  Theological 
Seminary,  I  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  that  Institution.  I  went  again  to  the  same  place  on 
Friday,  October  31st,  and  attended  the  interesting  Memo- 
rial Services  oi  Founder^ s  Day^  in  the  new  and  most  beau- 
tiful Chapel  of  the  Seminary,  and  took  part  in  the  servdce. 
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Saturday,  November  ist,  the  Feast  of  All  Saints,  I  took 
part  ill  the  service,  at  St.  Thomas'  Church,  New  York. 

Sunday,  November  2d,  1  preached  in  the  Church  of  the 
Annunciation,  New  York,  and  assisted  the  Rector,  Rev. 
Dr.  Seabury,  in  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion. 
Monday,  November  3d,  in  the  Chapel  of  the  General  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  after  Evening  Prayer,  I  made  an  address 
to  the  students.  The  next  day,  I  went  to  Waterbury, 
Connecticut,  and  on  Wednesda>',  November  5th,  in  the 
Chapel  of  St.  John's  Church,  I  delivered  an  address  before 
the  "Women's  Auxiliary,"  in  regard  to  Church  work 
among  the  colored  people  of  the  South.  Returned  the 
next  day  to  New  York. 

Sunday,  November  9th,  I  preached  in  the  Chapel  of 
Christ  Church,  East  Orange,  New  Jerses'.  A  new  and 
most  attractive  Church  edifice,  to  take  the  place  of  one 
destroyed  by  fire,  is  advancing  rapidly  toward  completion. 
At  night,  I  preached  in  St.  INIark's  Church,  Orange. 

Monday,  November  loth,  at  the  Rectory  of  Calvary 
Church,  New  York,  I  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Commit- 
tee, appointed  at  the  Missionary  Council  in  Pittsburgh,  to 
consider  the  best  measures  for  advancing  Christian  work 
among  the  colored  people  of  the  South. 

Tuesday,  November  nth,  at  the  Bible  House,  New 
York,  I  attended  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  the  General  Missionary-  Work  of  the  Church, 
and  presided  at  the  meeting.  Left  New  York  the  next 
day,  on  my  return  to  Raleigh.  Sunday,  November  i6th, 
I  preached  in  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd. 

Thursday,  November  20th,  at  the  Thompson  Orphan- 
age, Charlotte,  held  a  brief  service,  made  an  address  and 
confirmed  one  person. 

Friday,  November  21st,  in  St.  ]\Iark's  Church,  Mecklen- 
burg County,  I  made  a  brief  address  to  the  congregation, 
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preached,  confirmed  one  person  and  administered  the  Holy 
Communion. 

Saturday,  November  22d,  in  a  hall  at  Davidson  College, 
after  Evening  Prayer  by  Rev.  Dr.  J.  B.  Cheshire,  Jr.,  I 
preached,  confirmed  nine  persons  and  addressed  them. 
Also  confirmed  a  sick  person  in  private  before  the  service. 

Sunday,  November  23d,  in  Trinity  Church,  Statesville, 
after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Dr.  Cheshire,  Jr.,  I  preached 
and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

Tuesday,  November  25th,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Win- 
ston, after  Evening  Prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Reaney,  I 
preached,  confirmed  seven  persons  and  addressed  them. 
The  church  was  much  crowded,  and  great  interest  was 
manifested.  Before  the  service  I  confirmed  two  per- 
sons in  private,  who  were  not  able  to  be  present  at 
the  service.  Left  the  next  morning  for  Asheville,  and 
on  Thursday,  November  27th  (Thanksgiving  Day),  I 
preached  in  Trinity  Church.  The  Rector,  Rev.  Mr. 
DuBose,  Rev.  Dr.  Buxton  and  Rev.  Mr.  Kittson  took  part 
in  the  service.  A  very  large  congregation  was  present. 
It  crave  me  much  concern  to  find  the  health  of  Rev.  Dr. 
Buel  so  greatly  impaired  that  he  was  wholly  unable  to  go 
on  with  his  duties  in  connection  with  our  Theological  Train- 
ing-school and  the  mission  fields  so  long  under  his  charge. 
I  endeavored  to  make  such  arrangements  as  might  enable 
Rev.  Mr.  Barrows,  who  had  been  appointed  by  me  to  be 
associated  with  Dr.  Buel,  to  go  on  with  the  work.  Not  long- 
after  that  time  the  unexpected  death  of  Mrs.  Buel,  who 
had  been  such  an  invaluable  helper  and  support  to  her 
husband,  came  with  stunning  effect  upon  him,  and  he  has 
ever  since  been  entirely  disabled  and  disqualified  for  any 
work.  All  this  has  occasioned  me  great  sorrow  and  per- 
plexity, and  contributed  very  much  to  that  physical  pros- 
tration  from  which   I  suffered  so  greatly   during  the  past 
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winter.  But  while  this  great  trouble  came  upon  me  in 
connection  with  our  Theological  Training-school  I  was,  on 
the  other  hand,  much  cheered  and  encouraged  by  the 
increasing  prosperity  of  Ravenscroft  High-school  for  boys. 
Under  the  wise,  able  and  judicious  management  of  Mr. 
^lacDonald  there  has  been  a  constant  advance,  and  now 
the  school  has  won  for  itself  a  very  high  reputation,  and 
has  secured  the  warmest  confidence  on  the  part  of  those 
w^hose  sons  have  been  enjoying  its  privileges.  I  feel  quite 
sure  that  no  more  thorough  and  admirable  school  has  ever 
been  established  in  our  State,  and  now  its  triumphant  suc- 
cess seems  fully  assured.  Parents  may,  indeed,  consider  it 
a  high  privilege  to  have  their  sons  surrounded  by  influ- 
ences so  salutary  and  elevating,  and  where  the  training  of 
mind,  body  and  spirit  are  alike  so  constantly  regarded. 
The  school  will  need  no  further  commendation  to  secure 
all  the  pupils  who,  under  our  present  arrangements,  can 
possibly  be  accommodated. 

On  Friday  afternoon,  November  28th,  I  left  Asheville 
on  my  return  to  Raleigh. 

First  Sunday  in  Advent,  Nov.  30th,  I  preached  in  Christ 
Church.  x\t  night  took  part  in  the  service  at  the  Church  of 
the  Good  Shepherd,  when  the  late  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Clark, 
delivered  his  closing  discourse,  and  left  the  next  day  to  under- 
take duty  in  the  Diocese  of  Virginia.  ]\Iuch  sadness  was 
occasioned  in  the  congregation  by  the  removal  of  a  pastor 
so  highly  esteemed.  Arrangements  for  a  temporary  supply 
were  promptly  made,  and  the  services  of  Rev.  Mr.  Pitten- 
ger,  of  Long  Island,  were  secured  for  the  winter.  Before 
the   terminatian  of  his  engragement   he  was  called  to  the 

o     o 

permanent  Rectorship,  but  he  did  not  feel  at  liberty  to  break 
off  so  suddenly  his  connection  with  the  Parish  which  he 
had  left  and  where  the  congregation  were  so  anxious  for 
his  return.      But   a  renewed   and   pressing  call   has  again 
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been  forwarded  to  him,  and  after  mature  consideration  he 
has  decided  to  accept  it  and  enter  upon  his  duties  early  in 
the  autumn.  Meanwhile,  most  satisfactory  arrangements 
have  been  made  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Parish  during 
the  intervening  period. 

Second  Sunday  in  Advent,  December  7th,  I  preached  in 
the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd  and  administered  the 
Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  Rev.  Dr.  Sutton. 

Friday,  December  12th,  in  Grace  Church,  Weldon,  at 
our  evening  service,  I  preached,  confirmed  six  persons  and 
addressed  them. 

Sunday,  December  14th,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Louis- 
burg,  Rev.  Dr.  Sutton  assisted  in  the  service.  I  baptised 
three  adults,  confirmed  thirteen  persons  and  administered 
the  Holy  Communion.  At  the  evening  service  I  preached 
and  confirmed  two  others,  and  also  confirmed  one  person 
in  private  the  next  morning,  making  sixteen  in  all.  Very 
large  congregations  were  present  at  both  services,  and  more 
than  usual  religious  interest  seemed  to  be  awakened.  The 
efforts  made  by  the  vestry  to  secure  a  Rector  have,  so  far, 
proved  unavailing,  but  I  have  now  good  reason  to  hope 
that  the  place  wall  soon  be  supplied. 

Sunday,  December  21st,  at  Cunningham  Chapel,  Person 
County,  I  conducted  the  morning  service,  preached  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion.  I  paid  a  visit  the  pre- 
vious day  to  Milton,  and  was  very  much  cheered  by  the 
sight  of  a  very  beautiful  church  nearly  completed  and  on 
a  most  commanding  site.  There  is  every  prospect  that 
in  a  very  short  time  it  will  be  ready  for  consecration.  I 
hope  to  have  a  resident  minister  at  Milton,  who  will  also 
have  charge  of  Cunningham  Chapel  and  the  surrounding 
missionary  district. 

Tuesday,  December  23d,  in  All  Saints'  Church,  Concord, 
I   confirmed   one   person,    preached  and  administered    the 
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Holy  Communion,  assisted  in  the  service  by  Rev.  B.  S. 
McKenzie.  The  old  church-building  and  lot,  purchased 
some  years  ago  for  our  use,  have  been  sold  by  the  vestry, 
and  another  more  eligible  site  secured,  and  a  new  and 
attractive  church  will  be  erected  the  present  season.  The 
prospects  for  the  Church  here  are  very  encouraging,  and 
with  a  suitable  church-building  in  a  central  position  we 
have  every  reason  to  look  for  much  greater  progress  than 
in  the  past.  ]\Ir.  ]\IcKenzie  has  been  doing  a  good  work 
here,  as  well  as  at  his  other  missions,  and  has  the  entire 
confidence  and  affection  of  the  whole  community. 

Thursday,  December  25th,  Christmas  Day,  in  the  Church 
of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Raleigh,  I  took  part  in  the  service, 
with  Rev.  ]\Ir.  Pittenger,  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. 

Sunday,  December  28th,  I  preached  in  Christ  Church. 

1891. 

Sunday,  January  4th,  took  part  in  the  service  at  the 
Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd. 

The  next  day  I  left  Raleigh  for  New  York,  intending  to 
proceed  in  a  few  days  for  a  short  visit  to  Bermuda.  ]\Iy 
health  had  been  much  impaired  for  some  time  previous, 
and  it  was  with  much  difficulty  that  I  got  through  with 
my  official  duties.  I  had  been  encouraged  to  believe  t'lat 
a  brief  sea-voyage,  coupled  with  a  sojourn  in  so  genial  a 
climate,  might  avail  to  restore  me  to  my  usual  good  health. 

Sunday,  January  nth,  I  preached,  by  previous  appoint- 
ment, for  Rev.  Dr.  Van  DeWater,  in  St.  Andrew's  Church, 
New  York.  This  large  and  attractive  church  had  only 
recently  been  completed.  It  is  admirably  adapted  for 
speaking  and  hearing.  The  day  proved  one  of  the  storm- 
iest of  the  season,  so  that  only  a  comparatively  small  con- 
gregation was  present. 
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Tuesday,  January  13th,  I  attended  the  monthly  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  General  ^Missionary 
Work. 

Thursday,  January  15th,  at  3  P.  M.,  accompanied  by  my 
daughter,  I  sailed  for  Bermuda.  We  had  an  unusually 
quiet  and  pleasant  passage,  very  few  being  troubled  with 
sea-sickness,  and  reached  the  port  of  Hamilton  at  an  early 
hour  on  Sunday  morning.  I  slept  but  little  during  the 
voyage,  and  after  reaching  my  destination  passed  a  succes- 
sion of  almost  sleepless  nights,  and  being  much  depressed 
in  spirits  and  thoroughly  discouraged,  I  decided  to  shorten 
my  stay,  and  consequently  remained  only  a  little  over  a 
fortnight.  I  was  the  recipient  of  much  kindness  and  hos- 
pitality, and  only  regretted  that  I  was  not  in^  condition  to 
derive  much  comfort  or  satisfaction  from  it.  On  both  of 
the  Sundays  following  the  day  of  our  arrival  I  preached  to 
large  congregations.  On  the  afternoon  of  Thursday,  Feb- 
ruary 5th,  we  left  on  our  return  to  New  York,  and  were 
again  favored  with  an  extremely  pleasant  passage.  We 
reached  New  York  early  on  Sunday,  February  8th. 

On  Tuesday,  the  loth,  I  attended  the  monthly  meeting 
of  the  Missionary  Board  of  Managers,  and  left  the  next 
afternoon  on  my  return  to  Raleigh.  I  spent  one  day  in 
Baltimore,  and  reached  my  home  on  Friday  evening,  Feb- 
ruary 13th.  The  benefit  of  my  trip  did  not  show  itself 
until  I  reached  New  York,  and  from  that  day  onward  I 
found  myself  sleeping  much  better  and  regaining  steadily 
in  vigor  of  body  and  activity  of  mind;  and  for  some  weeks 
past  my  health  has  been  quite  as  good  as  during  any  time 
in  the  last  ten  years.  For  this  great  mercy  I  feel  that  I 
cannot  be  too  deeply  thankful. 

First  Sunday  in  Lent,  February  15th,  I  took  part  in  the 
morning  service  in  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  and 
on  the  following  Sunday  preached  in  the  same  church.

Third  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  ist,  I  preached  in  Christ 
Church,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

Saturday,  March  7th,  I  left  Raleigh  to  enter  upon  my 
spring  visitation.  Rev.  Frederick  Towers,  who  had  only 
recently  come  into  the  Diocese,  joined  me  at  Warren  Plains 
and  accompanied  me  to  Gaston. 

Sunday,  March  8th,  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  although  the 
day  was  threatening,  we  had  an  excellent  congregation. 
Rev.  Mr.  Towers  assisted  in  the  services,  and  I  preached 
and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  I  found  that 
Mr.  Towers  had  been  very  warmly  welcomed  here,  as  he 
had  been  also  at  his  other  congregations  of  Warrenton  and 
Jackson,  and  had  already  secured  the  warmest  confidence 
and  affection  on  the  part  of  his  entire  flock. 

Monday,  March  9th,  I  went  to  Littleton,  and  at  night,  in 
the  new  and  comfortable  Chapel  of  the  Cross,  not  then 
entirely  completed,  Rev.  W.  L.  Mellichampe  conducted 
the  evening  service,  and  also  baptized  three  adults.  I 
preached,  confirmed  eight  persons  and  addressed  them. 
It  was  a  great  pleasure  to  me  to  find  so  neat  and  well 
a-rranged  a  place  of  w^orship,  which  had  been  wholly  erected 
since  my  last  visit,  and  reflects  great  credit  upon  the  zeal- 
ous Rector  and  his  efficient  co-workers.  This  is  the  first 
building  for  the  services  of  our  Church  which  had  ever 
been  erected  in  the  neighborhood,  and  I  w^as  glad  to  see 
how  much  interest  and  kind  feeling  had  been  shown  by 
many  outside  of  our  own  Communion.  The  Church,  I 
hope,  wall  very  soon  be  entirely  completed  and  ready  for 
Consecration. 

Tuesday,  March  loth,  I  went  to  Warrenton,  and  at  our 
service  at  night  I  found  a  very  large  congregation  present, 
and  entirely  filling  the  Church.  The  Rector,  Rev.  ]\Ir. 
Towers,  read  Evening  Prayer,  assisted  by  Rev.  ]\Ir. 
Walker,  lately  of  Pittsboro,  but  now  acting  as  Archdeacon

in  Special  charge  of  the  colored  work  in  the  Diocese.  I 
preached,  confirmed  nine  persons  and  addressed  them. 
The  re-awakened  zeal  and  enthusiasm  which  seemed  to 
pervade  the  Parish  was  greatly  encouraging,  and  I  felt  that 
i\Ir.  Towers  was  now  reaping  the  fruits  of  ]Mr.  Higgs'  labors 
during  the  many  years  he  had  so  faithfully  ministered  in 
the  same  field. 

Wednesday,  March  nth,  Mr.  Towers  accompanied  me 
to  his  other  Parish  in  Jackson,  and  the  next  day  I  preached, 
confirmed  four  persons,  addressed  them  and  administered 
the  Holy  Communion,  Rev.  Mr.  Towers  and  ]\Ir.  Picard 
taking  part  in  the  services.  A  steady  and  continuous  rain 
fell  during  the  entire  day,  but  nearly  every  member  of  the 
Parish  was  present  at  the  service. 

The  next  day,  Friday,  ]\Iarch  13th,  went  to  Weldon, 
and  at  night,  in  Grace  Chtirch,  I  preached,  confirmed  two 
persons  and  addressed  them.  Six  others  had  been  con- 
firmed at  a  visitation  in  December. 

Fifth  Sunday  in  Lent,  ^larch  15th,  in  the  Church  of  the 
Advent,  Enfield,  after  ]\Iorning  Prayer  by  Rev.  E.  P. 
Green  and  Rev.  Dr.  Smith,  I  preached  and  administered 
Holy  Communion.  Rev.  Mr.  Green  had  only  recently 
been  transferred  to  this  field  from  the  Parishes  with  which 
he  had  been  connected  for  some  years  past  in  Rowan  and 
Iredell  counties.  He  has  been  kindly  received,  and  finds 
here  an  encourao:incr  field. 

Monday,  March  i6th,  I  preached  in  St.  Clement's 
Church,  Ringwood,  and  returned  in  the  afternoon  to  En- 
field. 

Tuesday,  ]\Iarch  17th,  in  the  new  and  very  attractive 
Church  in  Battleboro,  after  Evening  Prayer  by  Rev. 
E.  W.  Bumstead,  I  preached,  confirmed  five  persons  and 
addressed  them.  I  was  much  cheered  by  the  noble  work 
which  had  been  done  here  during  the  past  year,  in  the 
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erection  of  so  tasteful  and  well-ordered  a  Church  Building-, 
and  in  the  increased  activity  and  interest  and  zeal  mani- 
fested by  the  people.  And  I  was  extremely  sorry  to  learn 
that  our  excellent  young  brother,  whose  efficient  labors 
had  been  so  blessed,  felt  impelled  to  withdraw,  for  a  season 
at  least,  from  a  Diocese  where  his  labors  had  been  so  highh- 
appreciated.  I  look  with  great  confidence  for  his  return 
to  us  in  the  autumn. 

Wednesday,  ]\Iarch  i8th,  in  the  Church  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  Rocky  Mount,  I  was  assisted  in  the  service  by 
the  Rector,  Rev.  IVIr.  Bumstead.  I  preached  and  admin- 
istered the  Holy  Communion. 

Thursday,  :\Iarch  19th,  in  St.  Timothy's  Church,  Wil- 
son, after  Evening  Prayer  by  Rev.  George  Green,  of  the 
Diocese  of  New  York,  I  preached  and  confirmed  two  per- 
sons. Next  morning  at  10  o'clock  I  made  an  address  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion.  This  Parish  is  still 
without  a  Rector.  They  have  made  vigorous  efforts  to 
have  the  place  supplied,  but  thus  far  they  have  been  dis- 
appointed. The  field  is  a  most  promising  one,  and  in  the 
hands  of  an  active  and  energetic  pastor  the  most  encour- 
aging results  may  be  reasonably  anticipated. 

Friday  evening,  IMarch  20th,  in  St.  Mark's  new  Cliurch 
for  colored  people,  I  preached,  confirmed  two  persons  and 
addressed  them.  Rev.  J.  W.  Perry,  of  Tarboro,  who  is 
in  charge  of  the  congregation,  assisted  in  the  service. 

Sunday  before  Easter,  ^larch  2 2d,  in  Calvary  Church, 
Tarboro,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  the  Rector,  Rev.  Geo. 
P.  Hebbard,  I  preached,  confirmed  seventeen  persons  and 
addressed  them.  I  was  pleased  to  find  a  very  excellent 
work  going  on  in  the  Parish,  especially  in  connection  with 
the  neighboring  ]\Iission  fields,  where  many  of  the  Laity 
go  regularly  every  Sunday  to  carry  on  Sunday-schools,  in 
which  the  soundest  instruction  is  given.     At  night,  in  St. 
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Luke's  Church,  Rev.  Mr.  Perry  conducted  the  service.      I 
preached,  confirmed  seven  persons  and  addressed  them. 

Monday  March  23d,  in  St.  Mary's  Church,  Edgecombe 
County,  ten  miles  from  Tarboro,  I  preached  and  admin- 
istered the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  Rev.  Walter  J. 
Smith. 

Tuesday,  March  24th,  in  Trinity  Church,  Scotland  Neck, 
I  preached,  confirmed  eight  persons,  addressed  them  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion.  Preached  again  in 
the  evening.  We  had  large  congregations  at  both  services. 
]\Ir.  Smith  has  every  cause  for  encouragement  in  the 
increasing  interest  which  is  manifested,  and  the  good  work 
which  is  steadily  going  forward. 

Wednesday,  March  25th,  at  St.  Mark's  Church,  Halifax, 
I  met  the  largest  congregation  which  I  had  ever  seen  in 
the  Church,  while  a  greatly  increased  interest  was  shown 
in  the  general  work  of  the  Parish.  I  preached,  confirmed 
eight  persons  and  addressed  them.  Rev.  Mr.  Mellichampe, 
the  Rector,  has  every  reason  for  thankfulness  in  these 
evident  tokens  of  increasing  prosperity. 

Good  PViday,  March  27th,  in  St.  James'  Church,  Kit- 
trell,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  the  new  Rector,  Rev.  M.  T. 
Turner,  I  preached,  confirmed  four  persons  and  addressed 
them.  This  Parish  seems  much  cheered  by  the  privilege, 
which  for  a  considerable  time  past  they  had  not  enjoyed, 
of  having;  a  resident  minister  among^  them.  He  has  been 
cordially  received,  and  is  very  highly  esteemed.  Left  for 
Raleigh  in  the  afternoon. 

Easter  Day,  ]\Iarch  29th,  in  St.  Philips  Church,  Durham, 
Rev.  C.  I.  Wingate  assisting  in  the  service,  I  preached, 
confirmed  six  persons,  addressed  them  and  administered 
the  Holy  Communion.  Notwithstanding  the  loss  which 
this  Parish  has  sustained  by  the  removal  from  the  town  of 
many  of    its  valued  parishioners,  a  good  and  encouraging 
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work  is  still  going  on,  and  much  active  and  earnest  zeal  is 
manifested.  Frequent  changes  in  the  population  is  one  of 
the  marked  characteristics  of  all  our  manufacturing  towns, 
but  the  losses  thus  sustained  are  generally  so^u  made  up 
by  the  influx  of  new  families. 

At  3  P.  M.  I  had  a  short  service  in  the  Church  for  the 
colored  people,  and  confirmed  three  persons.  Later  in  the 
afternoon  I  went  on  to  Burlington,  and  at  8  p.  m.,  in  St. 
Athanasius'  Church,  I  preached,  confirmed  five  persons 
and  addressed  them.  The  church  was  crowded  to  its 
utmost  capacity.  A  change  in  the  Rectorship  has  taken 
place  during  the  year,  the  Rev.  A.  R.  Walker  having 
returned  to  the  Diocese  of  Easton,  and  the  Rev.  Robert  I. 
Walker,  of  the  Diocese  of  Alabama,  having  been  invited  to 
succeed  him.  Besides  the  vigorous  work  which  is  carried 
on  in  Burlington,  Mr.  Walker  is  doing  valuable  mission 
w^ork  in  the  outlying  districts  of  the  county.  There  is 
urgent  need  for  the  speedy  enlargement  of  the  Church 
building  in  Burlington. 

Tuesday  after  Easter,  March  31st,  in  St.  Barnabas' 
Church,  Greensboro,  after  Evening  Prayer  by  the  Rector, 
Rev.  Mr.  Stubbs,  I  addressed  the  congregation  in  reference 
to  a  very  encouraging  mission  work  which  has  been  inaug- 
urated in  South  Greensboro,  under  the  auspices  of  St. 
Andrew's  Brotherhood,  and  urged  upon  the  congregation 
the  importance  of  a  cordial  co-operation  on  their  part  to 
insure  its  complete  success.  I  afterwards  preached,  con- 
firmed two  persons  and  addressed  them.  At  this  stage  of 
my  visitation  I  recalled  my  appointments  for  the  next  ten 
days,  in  consequence  of  information  which  reached  me  two 
days  before  to  the  effect  that,  owing  to  recent  heavy  rains, 
all  the  country  roads  which  I  would  need  to  travel  over 
were  quite  impassable.  I  returned  that  night  to  Raleigh. 
The   same   week    I   went   to   Wilmington,  to  confer  with 
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friends  there  with  reference  to  our  Theological  Training- 
school  in  Asheville.  On  Sunday,  April  5th,  I  preached  in 
St.  James'  Church  in  the  morning,  and  at  night  in  St. 
John's  Church.      Returned  on  Monday  to  Raleigh. 

On  Tuesday,  April  7th,  I  appointed  Rev.  Frederick 
Towers,  of  Warrenton,  one  of  the  Examining  Chaplains, 
in  place  of  Rev.  Dr.  Smith  who  in  consequence  of  increas- 
ing age  and  infirmities  had  resigned  the  position.  By  this 
arrangement  the  two  Chaplains  of  that  district  will  be  in 
the  same  Parish,  and  thus  facilitate  their  co-operation  in 
the  work.  On  Thursday  evening,  April  9th,  I  left  Raleigh 
for  Charlotte,  and  on  Friday,  April  loth,  in  St.  Michael 
and  All  Angels'  Church,  after  Evening  Prayer  by  Rev.  Dr. 
Cheshire,  Jr.,  and  Rev.  P.  P.  Alston,  I  preached,  con- 
firmed six  persons  and  addressed  them. 

Saturday,  April  loth,  T  presided  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage.  Let  me 
again  call  your  special  attention  to  the  great  value  and 
importance  of  this  Institution  and  to  the  very  cheering 
work  which  it  is  accomplishing.  At  this  time  we  greatly 
need  a  large  increase  of  funds,  to  place  the  Institution  upon 
a  better  basis  and  enlarge  its  means  of  usefulness.  The 
present  buildings  are  quite  insufficient  to  supply  the  grow- 
ing demands,  and  we  need  a  new  building  specially  adapted 
to  the  work,  where  school-rooms,  dormitories,  a  dining- 
hall  and  Chapel  could  be  provided.  This  is,  indeed,  a 
great  and  noble  charity,  and  may  God  put  it  into  the  hearts 
of  those  who  are  able  to  give  the  help,  a  ready  spirit  of 
willingness  to  accomplish  what  is  so  greatly  needed. 

Second  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  12th,  in  St.  Peter's 
Church,  Charlotte,  I  preached  and  administered  the  Holy 
Communion,  assisted  by  Rev.  Dr.  Cheshire,  Jr.,  the  Rector 
of  the  Parish.  At  night,  after  Evening  Prayer,  I  con- 
firmed fifteen  persons  and  addressed  them.      Crow^ded  con- 
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gregations  were  present  both  morning  and  evening,  and 
the  services  were  spirited  and  full  of  interest.  The  beau- 
tiful new  Church,  which  is  now  going  up,  has  its  chancel 
and  transepts  nearly  completed,  and  gives  promise  of  a 
ver\'  noble  edifice  when  the  nave  is  added.  The  old 
Church  will  soon  be  taken  down  to  make  way  for  the  nave, 
and  the  part  of  the  Church  already  erected  will  be  used  at 
once  for  public  services.  Returned  next  morning  to  Ral- 
eigh. 

Friday,  April  17th,  in  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Oxford, 
after  Evening  Prayer  by  Rev.  Junius  M.  Horner,  I  con- 
firmed sixteen  persons,  presented  b>'  the  Rector,  Rev. 
Wm.  W.  Walker,  and  addressed  them.  The  Church  was 
crowded  to  its  utmost  capacity.  A  new  and  large  Church 
is  much  needed  in  Oxford,  and,  with  the  present  growth 
and  prosperity  of  the  place,  I  feel  sure  that  no  long  time 
will  elapse  before  active  steps  will  be  taken  to  secure  a 
building  better  suited  to  our  needs  and  more  in  harmony 
with  the  public  spirit  of  the  people  and  the  growing  im- 
portance of  the  town. 

Third  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  19th,  in  the  Church 
of  the  Holy  Innocents,  Henderson,  I  preached,  confirmed 
five  persons,  addressed  them  and  administered  the  Holy 
Communion,  assisted  in  the  service  by  the  Rector,  Rev. 
J.  E.  Ingle.  At  4:30  p.  m.  I  visited  the  colored  Sunday- 
school,  which  is  carried  on  by  a  number  of  our  zealous 
members.  I  found  a  goodly  number  in  attendance  and 
much  interest  manifested.  Stated  services  are  also  held 
for  the  colored  people  in  the  old  Church  building,  which 
has  been  moved  from  its  original  site  and  placed  in  the 
rear  of  the  Parsonage.  At  night  I  preached  again  in  the 
Parish  Church.  The  Parish  is  in  a  very  prosperous  con- 
dition. 

Tuesday,  April  21st,  in  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd, 
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Ridgeway,  I  preached,  confirmed  two  persons,  addressed 
them  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  Rev.  ]\Ir. 
Pettigrew  assisting  in  the  service. 

Wednesday,  April  2 2d,  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Heavenly 
Rest,  Middleburg,  I  preached,  confirmed  two  persons  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

Thursday,  April  23d,  in  St.  John's  Church,  Williams- 
boro,  I  was  assisted  in  the  service  by  Rev.  Mr.  Pettigrew. 
I  preached,  confirmed  six  persons,  addressed  them  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion.  Returned  the  same 
evening  to  Henderson,  and  early  the  next  morning  to 
Raleigh. 

Fourth  Sunday  after  Easter,  i\pril  26th,  in  Christ  Church, 
Raleigh,  I  preached,  confirmed  thirteen  persons,  addressed 
them  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  in 
the  service  by  Rev.  Dr.  Marshall. 

At  5  p.  M.,  in  the  Chapel  of  St.  Mary's  School,  I  con- 
firmed nine  persons  and  addressed  them.  The  service, 
which  was  partly  choral,  was  conducted  by  Rev.  i\Ir. 
Smedes,  and  with  its  well  rendered  music  was  very  beau- 
tiful and  impressive.  This  school  has  been  in  a  more 
prosperous  condition  than  for  several  3'ears  past,  and  is 
fully  maintaining  its  deserv^edly  high  reputation  for  very 
sound  instruction,  coupled  with  most  refined,  elevated  and 
Christian  influences. 

Fifth  Sunday  after  Easter,  May  3d,  in  the  Church  of 
the  Good  Shepherd,  Raleigh,  after  Morning  Prayer  by 
Rev.  A.  B.  Hunter,  I  preached,  confirmed  thirteen  persons, 
addressed  them  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 
On  the  evening  of  the  same  day  I  visited  St.  Augustine's 
Church,  and  after  a  very  spirited  service  I  confirmed  five 
persons  and  addressed  them. 

Wednesday,  May  6th,  I  paid  a  visit  to  High  Point,  and 
was  much  surprised  and  gratified  to  find  so  capacious  and 
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beautiful  a  Church,  erected  during  the  past  year,  and  now 
nearly  completed.  It  is  solidly  built  of  brick,  and  in  a 
very  pleasing  style  of  architecture.  The  erection  of  this 
Church  is  almost  wholly  due  to  the  zealous  and  untirino- 
efforts  of  one  most  active  Christian  woman,  who,  with  her 
husband,  has  raised  a  great  part  of  the  cost  of  the  building. 
At  8  p.  M.  in  this  Church,  to  be  known  as  St.  Mary's,  I 
found  a  large  congregation  assembled.  Having  no  clergy- 
man with  me  I  conducted  the  service,  preached  and  con- 
firmed one  person.  I  am  now  making  arrangements  for  a 
resident  clergyman,  who  will  also  have  charge  of  the  ^lis- 
sion  at  Lexington  and  Thomasville.  The  next  mornino- 
being  Ascension  Day,  I  went  on  to  Lexington,  and  at 
night,  in  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer,  I  read  Evening 
Prayer  and  preached  to  a  very  crowded  congregation.  The 
prospects  of  the  Church  here  are  very  encouraging  at  this 
time. 

Friday,  ]\Iay  8th,  I  left  for  Salisbury,  and  at  3  p.  m.,  in 
St.  ]\Iatthew's  Church,  Rowan  County,  after  Evening 
Prayer  and  several  baptisms  by  Rev.  F.  J.  Murdoch,  D.  D., 
I  preached,  confirmed  seven  persons  and  addressed  them. 
This  mission  has  been  established  only  a  short  time.  It  is 
six  miles  from  Salisbury  and  about  half-way  on  the  road 
leading  to  Christ  Church.  A  plain  and  inexpensive  frame 
building  has  been  erected,  and  services  are  regularly  held 
by  a  lay  reader  licensed  as  lecturer,  who  is  also  a  candidate 
for  Holy  Orders.  Quite  a  number  of  families  in  the  neigh- 
borhood are  constant  attendants  upon  the  services  and 
show  much  interest  in  the  work. 

Sunday  after  Ascension  Day,  I\Iay  loth,  in  St.  Luke's 
Church,  Salisbury,  after  Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  B.  S. 
McKenzie  and  Rev.  Dr.  Murdoch,  I  preached  and  admin- 
istered the  Holy  Communion. 

At  3  p.  M.  in  St.  Paul's  Chapel,  a  very  neat  and  churchly 
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edifice  in  the  immediate  suburbs  of  Salisbury  and  near  a 
large  cotton  factory,  I  preached  and  confirmed  eight  per- 
sons. This  mission  is  a  very  interesting,  and  encouraging- 
one.  It  was  established  and  is  carried  on  by  Dr.  ]\Iurdoch, 
and  the  good  work  is  going  on  in  a  most  successful  way. 
The  building  was  crowded  with  a  very  attentive  congrega- 
tion, most  of  whom  had  never  before  been  present  at  a 
Confirmation  service. 

At  night  I  went  again  to  St.  Luke's  Church,  and  after 
Evening  Prayer  I  confirmed  fourteen  persons  and  addressed 
them. 

This  service  completed  the  series  of  visitations  down  to 
the  present  date.  You  will  observe  that  a  good  deal  of 
ground  has  been  gone  over,  much  more  than  I  thought  at 
all  possible,  in  view  of  the  impaired  state  of  my  health 
during  so  much  of  the  past  year.  Although  at  times  I 
felt  much  prostrated  and  greatly  discouraged  I  managed  to 
fill  all  my  appointments,  and  the  result  shows  that  a  very 
considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  accomplished. 
The  summary  for  the  year  is  as  follows:  I  have  baptised 
one  infant  and  four  adults;  have  married  one  couple  and 
assisted  at  two  funerals;  have  ordained  four  candidates  to 
the  Diaconate;  have  preached  on  one  hundred  occasions 
and  delivered  sixty  addresses;  have  confirmed  four  hundred 
and  thirty-six  persons  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion fifty-one  times. 

I  have  given  Letters  Dimissory,  and  received  notice  of 
acceptance  of  the  same,  inbehalf  of  Rev;  Clinton  H.  Weaver, 
removed  to  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina;  Rev.  Wm.  M. 
Clark,  to  Virginia;  Rev.  Gilbert  Higgs,  to  Florida;  Rev. 
R.  E.  Wright,  to  New  York;  Rev.  A.  R.  Walker,  to  the 
Diocese  of  Easton,  and  Rev.  Augustine  Prentiss,  to 
Indiana. 

I  have  added  to  our  clergy   list   by   Ordination    to  the 
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Diaconate,  Rev.  Junius  M.  Horner,  Rev.  Chas.  F.  Drake, 
Rev.  James  T.  Kennedy  and  Rev.  Clinton  H.  Weaver, 
who,  shortly  after  his  ordination,  was  transferred  to  East 
Carolina.  x\nd  by  Letters  Dimissory,  I  have  received  into 
the  Diocese  Rev.  M.  T.  Turner,  from  the  Diocese  of 
Georgia;  Rev.  N.  B.  Harris  and  Rev.  Frederick  Towers, 
from  Florida;  Rev.  Robert  J.  Walker,  from  Alabama,  and 
Rev.  C.  N.  F.  Jeffery,  from  Pennsylvania. 

Of  those  ordained  Rev.  Mr.  Horner  has  been  doino^  Mis- 
sionary  work  at  Stovall  and  Goshen,  Granville  County, 
and  is  also  engaged  in  educational  work  with  his  brother 
in  Oxford.  Rev.  ]\Ir.  Drake  has  been  officiating  at  Hick- 
ory, in  the  absence  of  Rev.  Mr.  Weston,  and  has  lately 
gone  to  Georgia.  Rev.  Mr.  Weaver  has  removed  to  Wil- 
mington, in  East  Carolina,  and  Mr.  Kennedy  is  continuing 
to  carry  on  a  flourishing  school  near  Franklin,  Macon 
Countv,  and  has  also  the  charoe  of  the  colored  concrreea- 
tion  in  the  same  neighborhood.  Of  those  admitted  by 
Letters  Dimissory,  Rev.  M.  T.  Turner  has  charge  of  St. 
James'  Church,  Kittrell;  Rev.  N.  B.  Harris  is  offici.ating 
at  Reidsville  and  Leaksville;  Rev.  Frederick  Towers  has 
charge  of  the  Churches  at  Warren  ton,  Gaston  and  Jackson; 
Rev.  Mr.  Jeffery  was  for  many  months  doing  very  efficient 
work  in  Watauga  and  Mitchell  counties,  and  later  in  Stokes 
County,  and  is  now  residing  at  Charlotte,  assisting  in  St. 
Peter's  Church,  and  also  doing  ^Missionary  work  in  St. 
Mark's,  Mecklenburg  County,  and  at  Monroe  and  David- 
son College;  Rev.  Robert  J.  Walker  has  charge  of  St. 
Athanasius'  Church,  Burlington,  and  has  also  established 
two  Missions  in  the  vicinity.  The  Rev.  William  Walker 
has  been  appointed  by  me  as  Archdeacon  in  charge  of  the 
Colored  work  in  this  Diocese,  and  upon  his  acceptance  of 
that  office,  resigned  the  charge  of  St.  Bartholomew's  Church, 
Pittsboro. 
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The  whole  number  of  the  clergy  now  connected  with 
the  Diocese  is  60. 

The  candidates  for  Priest's  Orders  are:  Rev.  E.  P.  Green, 
Rev.  Primus  P.  Alston,  Rev.  Benjamin  S.  McKenzie,  Rev. 
Charles  L.  Hoffman,  Rev.  Junius  M.  Horner,  Rev.  Charles 
F.  Drake,  Rev.  Henry  B.  Delany,  Rev.  W.  F.  Rice,  and 
Messrs.  Fenner  S.  Stickney,  Nathan  A.  Seagle,  St.  Clair 
Hester  and  J.  D.  Miller. 

The  candidates  for  Deacon's  Orders  are:  Messrs.  James 
P.  Simpson,  George  V.  Gilreath,  S.  A.  B.  Trott,  Abner 
Hill  and  Sidney  S.  Bost. 

The  Postulants  are:  Edward  L.  Whitehead  and  Robert 
Bruce  Owens. 

I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  general  outlook  of  the  Diocese 
is  most  cheering,  and  I  think  that  no  year  in  the  past  has 
witnessed  more  effective  and  encouraging  progress  than  the 
one  now  closing.  All  that  we  need  is  that  our  congrega- 
tions be  aroused  to  a  proper  sense  of  their  privileges  on  the 
one  hand,  and  their  duties  and  responsibilities  on  the  other. 
Unless  there  is  a  due  recognition  on  the  part  of  all  of  the 
positive  obligations  which  rest  upon  them,  how  can  we 
reasonably  look  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  them  ?  No 
duty  is  more  imperative  upon  the  clergy  than  the  constant 
endeavor  to  impress  upon  those  committed  to  their  charge, 
that  there  is  a  real  work  which  each  Christian  must  be 
striving  to  do.  Active  labors  for  extending  a  knowledge 
of  the  truth,  and  drawing  those  around  them  to  embrace 
that  truth,  and  to  walk  answerably  to  it — these  are  obliga- 
tions which  rest  upon  every  professed  disciple  of  Christ. 
We  are  all  to  be  "workers  together  with  God,"  both  by 
personal  activity  in  connection  with  the  interests  of  religion, 

*Since  this  address  was  delivered  the  Rev.  Junius  M.  Horner  and  Rev. 
Charles  L.  Hoffman  have  been  admitted  to  the  Triesthood,  and  Mr. 
Fenner  S.  Stickney  to  the  Diaconate. 
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and  also  by  consecrating  some  good  measure  of  the  means 
which  God  bestows  upon  us  for  the  extension  of  the  King- 
dom of  His  Son.  No  man  may  feel  that  what  lie  gives  for 
religious  uses,  for  sustaining  and  extending  the  privileges 
of  the  Church,  is  only  a  charity,  which  it  may  be  becoming 
him  to  exhibit,  but  he  must  rather  regard  it  as  a  bounden 
duty  which  God  enjoins  upon  him  to  discharge.  Of  all 
the  fruits  of  our  labors,  and  the  incomes  which,  from  any 
source,  may  be  derived,  there  is  a  reasonable  share  which 
Crod  claims  as  His  own,  and  if  we  keep  this  back  and  spend 
it  upon  ourselves  or  our  families,  we  are  really  robbing 
God  by  appropriating  to  our  own  uses  what  He  claims  as 
His  own. 

And  how  can  we  reasonably  look  for  a  Divine  blessing 
upon  us  in  the  business  and  engagements  of  life,  if  we 
refuse  to  give  back  to  God  what  He  claims  as  His  portion 
and  use  it  rather  in  accordance  with  our  own  tastes  and 
inclinations?  We  then  convict  ourselves  of  being  unfaith- 
ful stewards  of  what  has  been  committed  to  our  trust. 
"The  silver  is  mine,  and  the  gold  is  mine,  saith  the  Lord 
of  Hosts."  "Honor  the  Lord  with  thy  substance,  and 
with  ih^Jirst/niits  of  all  thine  increase;  so  shall  thy  barns 
be  filled  with  plenty,  and  thy  presses  shall  burst  out  with 
new  wine." 

Within  the  boundaries  of  our  own  Diocese  we  have  a 
very  large  and  steadily  increasing  Missionary  field.  Thou- 
sands upon  thousands  can  readily  be  gathered  into  the  fel- 
lowship of  Christ's  Holy  Church  if  we  will  only  carry  to 
them  the  knowledge  of  the  truth  and  the  means  of  grace 
and  salvation.  These  great  treasures  God  has  committed 
to  our  trust,  and  as  wise  stewards  we  must  seek  faithfully 
to  dispense  them.  Let  me  entreat  the  Clergy  in  all  our 
Parishes  to  call  the  attention  of  their  congregations  earn- 
estly and  repeatedly  to  our  great  Alission  work,  and  urge 
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them  to  larger  and  more  liberal  offerings  for  extending 
among  those  thus  spiritually  destitute  the  knowledge  and 
blessings  of  the  Gospel.  Let  us  seek  to  carry  into  the 
activities  of  the  Church  the  same  zeal  and  energy  and 
liberality  which  men  are  accustomed  to  show  in  connec- 
tion with  the  business  and  the  interests  of  this  life. 

Before  closing  this  address,  let  me  urge  upon  the  Clergy 
a  more  careful  attention  to  the  Canon  calling  for  regular 
collections  in  behalf  of  several  funds  which  have  been  too 
much  neglected.  The  objects  are  most  important,  and  I 
trust  there  may  be  a  more  careful  attention  to  these  col- 
lections hereafter.  Let  me  also  call  your  attention  to  the 
present  condition  of  our  Permanent  Episcopal  Fund. 
Before  the  division  of  the  Diocese,  the  income  from  that 
fund  was  sufficient  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate.  But 
upon  the  division,  one-half  of  that  Fund  was  passed  over  to 
the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina,  and  consequently  there  was 
the  necessity  of  an  annual  assessment  upon  the  Parishes  to 
make  up  the  deficiency.  Is  it  not  high  time  that  some 
decided  effort  should  be  made  to  restore  our  Fund  to  its 
former  condition  ?  It  is  now  more  than  fifteen  years  since 
any  general  application  has  been  made  to  our  people  in 
behalf  of  this  Fund.  Many  who  subscribed  to  it  so  many 
years  ago  may  not  be  unwilling  to  add  something  to  their 
former  contributions;  and  there  are  many  more  now  in 
prosperous  circumstances  who  have  not  been  called  on  at 
all  to  help  in  the  increase  of  the  Fund,  i  venture  to  com- 
mend this  important  matter  to  the  consideration  of  this 
Convention.  With  the  increase  of  the  Permanent  Fund 
there  will  be  a  steady  reduction  of  the  assessments,  and 
then  our  congregations  can  concentrate  their  efforts  more 
effectively  for  the  advancement  of  that  jMissionary  work 
which  is  pressing  so  urgently  upon  us. 

I  believe  the  Diocese  has  never  been  in   a  more  pros- 
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perous  and  encouraging-  condition,  and  by  increased  fidelity 
and  zeal  in  the  future,  let  us  seek  to  secure  in  larger 
measure  the  rich  blessing  of  our  Heavenly  Lord.  I  am 
deeply  thankful  for  the  indications  of  a  much  deeper  inter- 
est on  the  part  of  our  people  in  the  whole  work  of  the 
Church.  ]\Iay  we  all  be  enabled  to  realize  more  and  more 
how  largely  our  own  peace  and  happiness,  even  in  this 
life,  is  increased  by  the  faithful  recognition  of  the  duties 
and  the  obligations  which  we  owe  to  our  God.  Let  us, 
indeed,  "Seek  first  the  kingdom  of  God  and  His  right- 
eousness," and  then  we  have  the  assured  promise  that  all 
earthly  blessings  shall  be  bestowed  upon  us.

The  Rev.  Augustine  Prentiss  had  charge  of  the  Parish  as  Rector  until 
his  resignation  on  the  ist  of  October,  1890.  Afterwards,  for  two  months 
in  1890,  and  a  like  period  in  1891,  Rev.  E.  M.  Gushee,  of  St.  Philip's, 
Cambridge,  Mass.,  was  temporarily  in  charge.

We  have  every  reason  to  feel  encouraged  over  our  work   here  ;  there 
seems  to  be  more  interest  and  Christian  activitv  in  the  congregation  than 
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usual.  The}'  have  improved  and  repaired  the  interior  of  the  Chapel  this 
year  at  a  cost  of  $50.  Our  Sunday-school  is  progressing  nicely,  with 
Mr.  J.  E.  King  as  Superintendent.  Since  my  last  report  we  have 
enlarged  our  Parish  school  building,  and  that  has  greatly  increased  the 
number  of  our  scholars  this  year.  We  have  179  this  term  against  139 
last  term.  Never  has  our  opportunity  been  greater  for  planting  the 
great  prmciples  of  our  Mother,  the  Church,  than  at  present.  When  we 
can  reach  the  soil,  then  may  we  plant  the  seed,  and  here  we  think  we 
have  reached  it.  Our  school  has  been  so  large  that  all  of  my  time  has 
been  required  to  carry  on  the  work,  and  this  I  have  done  at  the  expense 
of  my  Parish  work.  We  trust  that  we  shall  have  more  help  next  session. 
I  am  glad  to  say  that  much  interest  is  manifested  in  our  work  at  Lin- 
colnton  also;  we  have  a  very  comfortable  little  Chapel  there,  which  has 
been  recently  repaired  and  neatly  painted.  A  Parish  school  at  this 
point  would  do  much  good  in  building  up  our  Church  work,  and  we  hope 
that  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  we  can  have  it.  By  no  means  can 
we  reach  the  colored  people  so  effectually  as  through  the  Church  schools.

The  change  of  the  date  of  this  report  from  the  date  of  former  reports 
causes  a  falling  off,  both  in  contributions  and  in  communicants,  as 
compared  with  last  year's  report.

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Parish  by  the  Bishop  during  the  period  covered  by  this  report,  aud 
hence  no  additions  to  the  list  by  admission  to  balance  the  losses. 

I  have,  as  usual,  to  express  my  obligations  to  the  Rev.  Edwin  A. 
Osborne  for  many  kindly  acts  of  ministerial  co-operation  and  assistance 
during  the  past  year.  The  communicants  among  the  officers  and  pupils 
of  the  Thompson  Orphanage  are  included,  by  his  request,  in  this  report. 

The  item  "Communion  alms"  in  the  above  report  seems  unreasonably 
small,  because  the  offertory  at  a  large  number  of  the  Sunday  celebrations 
is  appropriated  to  various  religious  and  charitable  objects,  and  the  pro- 
ceeds appear  under  other  heads  in  this  report. 

Services  have  been  maintained  at  Davidson  College  and  at  a  school- 
house  near  Mount  Mourne,  in  Iredell  County.

Everything  considered,  the  outlook  is  hopeful.  At  Cashier's  Valley 
Sunday-school,  day-school  and  services  have  been  maintained  by  our 
teacher  and  lay  reader  since  last  fall.  At  St.  Agnes',  Franklin,  we  have 
gained  some  communicants  b}'  removal.  Kind  helpers  here  and  else- 
where have  assisted  us  in  procuring  lamps  for  the  church,  and  we  have 
thus  been  enabled  to  increase  the  services.  St.  Cyprian's  has  done 
better  during  the  past  year  than  ever  before,  and  I  have  no  doubt  will 
continue  to  fulfil  the  promise  made.  St.  John's,  Nonah,  has  lost  largely 
by  removal.  The  work,  never  too  strong,  has  been  sorely  crippled  by 
these  removals.  The  Missionary's  varied  duties  leave  him  little  time 
for  any  one  point,  but  our  zealous  lay  reader  reads  service  when  I  am 
not  present.  By  reason  of  protracted  illness  I  have  held  only  a  very 
few  services  this  past  winter,  but  am  now  so  far  recovered  as  to  hope  to 
resume  work  in  a  few  days.  The  work  here  requires  great  patience.  We 
are  surrounded  by  the  most  rampant  forms  of  sectism  ;  onU^  have  a  few 
adherents.  Scarcely  the  means  for  doing  a  much  smaller  work  than  we 
are  attempting.  Isolated  from  the  knowledge  and  sympathy  of  the 
brotherhood,  one  can  only  look  up  to  Him  to  Whom  the  work  belongs 
for  the  requisite  courage. 

I  have  also  to  report  thirt}-  public  services  held  in  cottages  here  and 
there  in  every  field.

Besides  the  above  reported  contributions,  St.  Agnes'  Guild  has  sent 
$140  in  money  and  a  box  valued  at  $50  to  the  Thompson  Orphanage,  and 
the  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the  Board  of  Missions  has  contributed  I124.70 
in  money  and  supplies  to  Missions  in  and  out  of  the  Diocese. 

As  required  by  Canon  (Chapter  III,  Canon  VI,  Section  3)  it  is  my  duty 
to  report  the  burial  of  an  adult  at  Durham  for  the  Rector  of  St.  Philip's 
Parish  who  was  sick,  and  also  the  marriage  of  two  couples  belonging 
to  the  congregation  of  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Raleigh,  the 
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one  in  the  absence  of  the  Rector  and  the  other  during  a  vacancy  in  the 
Rectorship. 

Monthly  Sunda}-  afternoon  services  have  been  regularly  kept  up  at  the 
Penitentiary  and  at  the  As34um  for  the  Insane. 

On  Easter  Sunda}-  the  Rector  was  greatly  rejoiced  and  devoutly  thank- 
ful in  being  enabled  to  read  the  following  statement  to  the  congregation: 

"  A  sufficient  number  of  pews  having  been  relinquished  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  congregation,  together  with  those  already  owned  by  the 
Church,  to  make  more  than  three-fourths  of  the  entire  number  of  the 
pews  free,  Resolved  hy  the  Vestry,  that  the  deeds  for  the  same  are  hereby 
accepted,  the  said  pews  to  be  held  by  the  Vestry,  according  to  the  terms 
of  the  deeds,  iii  trust  to  be  and  remain  free  pews  forever ,  and  in  case  that 
this  trust  shall  fail,  the  pews  are  to  revert  to  those  who  have  relinquished 
them." 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  of  the  eighty-four  pews  in  the  nave  of  the 
church  seventy,  or  exactly  five-sixths,  are  now  niar'ked  free.  This  prac- 
tically puts  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  on  the  roll  of  honor,  in  that 
now  every  church  and  chapel  in  its  borders  is,  according  to  the  onl}- 
recognized  principles  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ,  free  to  all,  as  Christ  died 
for  all.  At  Easter  also,  just  passed,  the  Parish  was  the  grateful  recipient 
of  a  very  handsome  altar  cloth  and  cross  generously  given  by  the  sur- 
viving children  of  the  late  Dr.  Aldert  and  Mrs.  Smedes  in  memory  of 
their  sainted  parents,  whose  long  lives  and  labors  of  love  are  a  part  of 
the  heritage  of  the  Church,  especially  in  this  Diocese  and  throughout 
the  South. 

Since  Christmas  the  Sunday  afternoon  services  of  the  Church  have 
been  entirely  choral,  and  since  the  beginning  of  Lent  there  has  been  an 
early  weekly  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  except  on  the  first 
Sunday  in  the  month,  when  the  celebration  has  been  at  the  usual- mid- 
day service. 

This  report  covers  a  period  of  time  shorter  by  some  six  weeks  than 
heretofore,  according  to  the  action  of  the  last  Diocesan  Convention 
requiring  Parochial  reports  to  close  with  the  month  of  March,  which 
fact  accounts  for  the  absence  of  any  reported  confirmations,,  as  well  as, 
in  part  at  least,  for  a  slight  falling  off  in  the  aggregate  of  contributions.

I  have  spent  the  conventional  year  mainly  in  Missionary  ministrations 
among  the  Chapels  connected  with  the  Parish  Church  in  Asheville, 
officiating  occasionally  in  that  Church. 


REPORT  OF  THE  REV.  JAS.  A.  WESTON. 

I  resigned  the  charge  of  Ascension  Parish,  Hickory,  in  February  last. 
The  Senior  Warden  will  report  the  condition  of  the  Parish.  There  are 
signs  of  healthful  growth.  During  the  past  five  mouths  I  have  officiated 
as  an  assistant  minister  of  St,  Augustine's  Chapel,  Trinity  Parish,  New 
York.  I  have  also  held  occasional  services  for  the  Rev,  Joseph  N. 
Blanchard,  Rector  of  St.  James'  Church,  Philadelphia. 
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SUPPLEMENTAL  REPORT  OF   THE  REV.  E.  A.  OSBORNE. 

In  addition  to  the  work  mentioned  in  pi}-  other  reports,  I  have  held 
services  at  the  Thompson  Orphanage  about  one  hundred  times  during  the 
year  and  instructed  the  children  a  number  of  times,  preached  once  and 
celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  once.  Visited  St.  Michael  and  All 
Angels'  Mission,  Charlotte,  and  preached  fourteen  times  and  celebrated 
Holy  Communion  nine  times  ;  held  services  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Char- 
lotte, and  at  St.  Martin's  Chapel  for  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Cheshire,  Jr.,  D.  D., 
about  fifteen  times;  preached  a  number  of  times  and  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion  once;  baptized  two  children  and  held  two  funeral  services. 
Visited  Davidson  College  and  Mount  Mourn,  twice,  held  four  services 
and  preached  for  Dr.  Cheshire;  visited  a  place  called  "Mole  Hill"  in 
Mecklenburg  County,  and  preached  four  times.  Visited  Lincolnton  at 
the  request  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wetmore,  and  preached  twice  in  St.  Luke's 
Church  and  once  in  the  Chapel  at  Woodside  ;  also  held  Morning  Prayer 
in  St.  James'  Church,  Iredell  County ;  baptized  two  infants,  preached 
and  administered  Holy  Communion. 


REPORT  OF  THE  DEAN  OF  THE  CONVOCATION  OF 
ASHEVILLE. 

The  Convocation  of  Asheville  assembled  twice  during  the  j^ear  past  at 
Franklin,  Macon  County,  and  at  Calvary  Church,  Buncombe  County. 

The  Dean  visited  Murphy,  Cherokee  County,  and  spent  several  days 
in  that  town,  with  a  Sunday  service,  in  survey  of  the  field.  The  Convo- 
cation expressed  the  opinion  that  the  Church  ought,  by  all  means,  to 
be  established  at  Murphy  where  we  have  already  a  valuable  lot,  the 
purchase  of  Rev.  Mr.  Prout  in  years  gone  by.  The  town  is  only  waiting 
for  the  presence  of  a  zealous  resident  minister  to  be  stirred  up  to  a 
heart)'^  co-operation  with  him.  Nothing  will  be  done  in  that  place 
without  the  lead  of  a  devoted  missionar}',  but  much  will  be  done  with 
him.  The  laborer  must  be  sent  here  and  not  wait  to  be  called  and  sup- 
ported by  the  few  scattered  Church  people  at  the  outset. 

An  effort  also  was  made  to  establish  a  Church  in  Bryson  City.  For 
this  purpose  the  town  was  visited  by  a  member  of  the  Convocation,  who 
reported  encouragingly  on  the  securing  of  a  lot,  with  promises  of  help, 
if  a  minister  became  resident  there.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEAN  OF  THE  CONVOCATION  OF 
CHARLOTTE. 

This  Convocation  has  had  three  meetings  during  the  year,  to-wit,  one 
at  St.  Andrew's,  Rowan  County,  in  July,  one  at  Morganton  in  October, 
and  one  at  Winston  in  February.  At  the  Morganton  meeting  we  deter- 
mined, if  you  approved,  to  establish  a  cheap  school  for  boys  at  Salis- 
bury, where  valuable  and  suitable  property  was  offered  to  us  on  reason- 
able terms.  Obtaining  your  approval,  expressed  in  hearty  terms  of 
sympathy,  and  receiving  a  portion  of  the  money  needed,  we  purchased 
the  property.  We  still  need  funds  to  complete  the  purchase  and  to 
carry  out  our  plans. 

In  doing  the  evangelistic  work  assigned  me,  as  Dean  by  the  last  Con- 
vention, I  have,  up  to  this  date,  31st  March,  baptized  ten  infants,  cele- 
brated the  Holy  Communion  ten  times,  admitted  to  the  Communion  for 
the  first  time  two  persons,  and  preached  sixteen  times.  During  the 
month  of  April  I  expect  to  be  engaged  nearly  three  weeks  in  this  work. 
I  feel  quite  confident  that  much  good  will  come  from  these  services  of 
the  Dean.  Of  course  it  would  be  preferable  to  keep  an  Evangelist  in 
the  field  the  whole  time,  but  so  long  as  it  is  out  of  our  power  to  have  an 
Evangelist,  I  believe  these  visitations  of  the  Dean  should  be  continued 
as  the  next  best  thing.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEAN  OF  THE  CONVOCATION  OF  TARBORO. 

Since  the  close  of  the  last  Convention  there  have  been  two  meetings 
of  the  Convocation  of  Tarboro.  The  first  was  held  at  Halifax  in  Sep- 
tember, the  other  at  Rocky  Mount  in  January.

I  have  held  services  and  preached  at 
Calvary  Church,  Tarboro  ;  St.  Mary's,  Edgecombe  County  ;  Palmyra, 
Spring  Hill;  Scotland  Neck,  Enfield,  Ringwood  and  Sparta,  besides 
delivering  missionary  sermons  at  the  points  under  my  immediate  charge. 

I  acknowledge  myself  indebted  to  the  Rector  of  Calvary  Church,  Tar- 
boro, for  assistance  kindly  rendered  me  at  Wilson  and  Enfield.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ARCHDEACON  IN  CHARGE  OF  COLORED 
WORK  IN  THE  DIOCESE. 

To  the  Rt.  Rev.    T.  B.  Lyman,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  North  Carolina: 

I  entered  upon  the  work  among  the  colored  people  on  the  first  of 
February  last,  and  since  that  time  have  visited  the  followincr  places  : 

On  the  first  Sunday  in  Lent  I  visited  Durham,  celebrated  the  Holy 
Eucharist  in  the  morning,  and  in  the  afternoon  said  Evensong  and  cate- 
chized the  children  of  the  Sunday-school.  The  next  day  I  visited  the 
day-school  taught  by  Miss  Dancey. 

On  the  second  Sunday  in  Lent  I  visited  St.  Luke's,  Warren  County, 
said  Morning  Prayer  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Eucharist.  This  Mission 
is  served  by  Mr.  Geo.  Williams,  who  visits  it  once  a  month. 

On  the  third  Sunday  in  Lent  I  visited  the  Sunday-school  in  Henderson 
and  made  an  address.  This  Sunday-school  is  conducted  by  Mr.  Virgil 
Bond. 

On  the  fourth  Sunday  in  Lent  I  visited  Louisburg,  and  in  St.  Paul's 
Church  held  morning  service  and  preached.  On  the  Tuesday  following 
I  visited  Warrenton,  and  on  Wednesday  night,  in  Emmanuel  Church 
said  Evensong  and  addressed  the  colored  people. 

On  Palm  Sundaj',  in  St.  Augustine's  i.,hurch,  Raleigh,  I  preached  at 
the  morning  service. 

On  Good  Friday,  in  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels'  Church,  Charlotte, 
I  preached,  and,  on  Easter  Day,  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy 
Eucharist  in  the  morning,  in  the  afternoon  addressed  the  Sunday-school 
and  preached  at  night. 

April  I  St.  Attended  closing  exercises  of  day-school  in  Tr3^on  City  and 
made  an  address.  On  the  first  Sunda}'  after  Easter,  in  Tryon  City,  bap- 
tized twelve  children  and  made  an  address. 

April  8th.  Bought  an  acre  of  ground  for  Church  and  school  purposes. 
Baptized  three  children. 

April  9th.     In  Charlotte,  visited  Parochial  school. 

On  the  second  Sunday  after  Easter,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Louisburg, 
I  said  Evensong  and  addressed  the  colored  people. 

April  14.     In  Henderson,  baptized  a  sick  boy. 

On  the  third  Sunday  after  Easter,  in  St.  James'  Chapel,  Pittsboro,  I 
celebrated  the  Holy  Eucharist,  catechized  the  children  in  the  afternoon 
and  preached  at  night. 

On  the  fourth  Sunday  after  Easter  in  St.  Philip's  Chapel,  Moore 
County,  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Eucharist  and  preached. 

On  the  fifth  Sunday  after  Easter,  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Tarboro,  cele- 
brated the  Holy  Eucharist  and  preached  in  the  morning,  catechized  the 
Sunday-school  in  the  afternoon  and  preached  at  night.  The  next  day  I 
visited  the  Parochial  school. 
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On  Ascension  Day,  in  St.  Augustine's  Church,  Raleigh,  I  celebrated 
the  Holy  Eucharist  and  preached.

CHANGES  IN  CANONS. 

Chapter  I.,  Canon  VIIL,  Section  i,  strike  out  the 
whole  of  the  first  paragraph  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the 
following  : 

"In  addition  to  the  Standing  Committee  there  shall  be 
an  Executive  Missionary  Committee,  consisting  of  the 
Bishop,  who  shall  be  ex  officio  Chairman,  the  Deans  of  the 
four  Convocations,  and  five  laymen  to  be  annually  elected 
by  the  Convention  ;  any  five  of  these  shall  constitute  a 
quorum.  And  there  shall  be  annually  elected  by  the  Con- 
vention an  Education  Committee  of  three  members  and  a 
Church  Building  Committee  of  five  members.  The  Bishop 
shall  also  be  ex  officio  a  member  and  the  Chairman  of  both 
these  Committees." 

Chap.  II.,  Canon  I.,  Sec.  2,  strike  out  the  last  sen- 
tence beginning  "The  Deans  shall  perform,"  &c. 

Sec.  3  add  the  following  sentence  :  ' '  The  Convocation 
shall  always  be  subject  to  a  call  to  meet  the  Bishop  at  a 
special  session  when  he  begins  a  visitation  within  its 
limits. ' ' 

Add  to  Chapter  II.  the  following  Canon  : 

CANON  II. 

Section  i.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Dean  of  each 
Convocation  :  (i)  Under  the  direction  and  control  of  the 
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Bishop,  to  superintend  all  ]\Iissionary  work  carried  on  by 
the  Convocation  ;  (2)  to  make  a  visitation  of  his  Convo- 
cation at  least  once  each  year,  or  twice  if  practicable,  in 
which  visitations  he  shall  minister  specially  to  members  of 
the  Church  otherwise  without  pastoral  oversight  and  ser- 
vices, whether  individuals  or  congregations,  investigate 
the  condition  and  necessities  of  the  Mission  field,  encour- 
age and  assist  Missions  already  begun,  and  ascertain  the 
most  favorable  points  for  new  Missionary  enterprises  ; 
(3)  to  address  congregations  in  the  parishes  of  his  Convo- 
cation, as  occasion  may  offer,  upon  the  subject  of  the  Mis- 
sionary- work  of  the  Convocation  ;  and  (4)  to  make  a  report 
of  his  visitations  to  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Convoca- 
tion, and,  after  discussion  and  conference  therein,  to  make 
a  full  report  in  writing  to  the  Bishop  annually  at  the  time 
and  for  the  period  prescribed  for  parochial  reports. 

Sec.  2.  The  expenses  of  the  Dean  in  making  the 
required  visitations,  and  also  of  the  clergy  assisting  him 
or  supplying  his  place  during  such  visitations,  shall  be 
paid  out  of  a  common  fund  to  be  provided  b}-  each  Convo- 
cation in  such  manner  as  they  may  severally  determine. 

Sec.  3.  While  the  Dean  is  engaged  in  the  work  hereby 
laid  upon  him,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  other  clerical 
members  of  the  Convocation,  upon  his  request,  to  supply 
his  place  in  his  parish,  as  far  as  practicable,  and  also  to  assist 
him  in  his  general  work  by  their  counsel,  presence  and 
co-operation,  under  such  reasonable  regulations  as  may  be 
arranged  between  them  in  the  regular  meetings  of  the 
Convocation.
